THE MAD RIVER. 


The River Rising, With Forty th. w 
Feet One and Three-fourth 
Inches in the Canal. 


The Record nt 2:80 O’clock This Morn 
in£ Onlj Fifteen Inches Be¬ 
low Idist Year. 


Four-fifths of Jeffersonville Flooded, and 
Half of the Cit'z-?ns Driven 
From Home. 


The Water Rapidly Advancing at Pitts* 
burgh, Falling at Wheeling and 
Rising at Cincinnati. 


Deplorable Condition of Affairs at 
Newport-Half the City Under 
Water—Help Asked. 


RLrORTS FROM ALL DIRECTIONS. 


The river, for the 24 hours ending at 0:85 
Inst evening, hod risen 1 foot 4 inches, and 
nt that hour it woa rising at tho rate of 4 
u( au inch an hour; so that at 2:110 thi* 
morning the stage of water markod 43 feet 
1^ inches—1 foots*; inches below the Ilnod 
of lost year. The rain-fall yesterday, the 
ninth consecutive day on which rain has 
fallen, was 0.‘J7 of an inch, making a total 
of 7.25 inches for the time. 

The news from Jeffersonville is of the most 
deplorable character. Of a population of 
11,000, over oner-half had been compelled to 
leavo home and seek shelter on high ground. 
Four-fifths of the city is inundated, and the 
people are begging for contributions of food. 
At New Albany tho bituation is practically 
unchanged. 

Pittsburgh reports a rise of 2 foet 5 
inches for the 24 hour** ending at dark last 
night; at Wheoling tho river is falling; at 
Cincinnati tho situation is melancholy. The 
water at midnight was rUing, with 08 feet 
lo# inches in the channel—2 feet 4b 
inches above last February's maximum. 
Newport, of ail cities in Kentucky, is suf¬ 
fering most by reuson of the flood. Over 
one-half of that city, and it coutaius a pop¬ 
ulation of 20,000, is under water. A re¬ 
lief committee has charge of the destitute, 
and an appeul lias beeu issued requesting 
help from citizens not so nnfortuuate. 

The railroad condition is decidedly bad. 
Breaks on tho Short-line, ueur Ciucinnati, 
compel transfers by uragon to New| ort. The 
depot in this city has been cut off entirely, 
aud trains start from the station at the brad 
of hlarkct street. The linos crossing the 
bridge are all compelled to make traiuifers by 
wagon or boat owing to the break in the New 
Albany fill. The C. aud O. has a very badly 
flooded section between Ashland and Hunt¬ 
ington, which bos to be bridged by boat. 
The C* : , O. and S. W. has abandoned trains 
thiii side of West Point, carrying it* through 
passengers via the L. and N. to Elizabeth¬ 
town and connecting at that point. No 
trouble other than small landslides are re¬ 
ported on the Louisville aud Nashville. 
AU trains are delayed from two to six hours. 

The Supreme Dictator of the Knights of 
Honor has issued an appoal to metnt*rs of 
the order for aid for tho suffering in the Ohio 
vaUey. Those residing in this section, who 
desire to contribute, should address the same 
to Judge K. J. Breckinridge, Louisville.

The temperature will fall from 20* to 30* in 
the Ubio valley and Tennessee during Wednesday.

INDICATIONS. 

For Tennessee ami the Ohio Valley, min , 
followed by much colder , clearing weather 
during the night , northwest to southwest 
winds, and higher barometer . The flood in 
the Ohio at pointsbHou? Cincinnati will ex¬ 
ceed the floods of last year. The water will 
probably reach 70 feet on the gauge at Cin- 
cinnati. 


THE MAD FIVER. 

THE OHIO STILL RISIXO TOWARD THE MARK 
^ nr LAST KJtKKl* A MV . 

Yesterday was a dreary day for the falls 
cities. The river rose steadd}* all day, nnd 
at 2:140 o'clock this morning the gauge 
marked 4U feet H 4 inches in the canal and 
41 feet 19i inches in the chute on the falls— 
about fifteen inches less than the greatest 
height attained by the flood of lost year, 
which it was thought had set the bounds for 
centuries past and to come. 

The fl-jod rose in the morning about three- 
fourths of an inch per hour; it ro&e even more 
rapidly in The afternoon, and at night its 
progress seemed almost visible to the strained 
eves of a thousand watchers. Inch by inch 
and foot by foot it advanced. It stole 
silently and imperceptibly through bark 
ways and deserted alleys. It crept noise¬ 
lessly and insidiously in secluded places. It 
gathered strength os it went, and it advanced 
boldly and defiantly up broad streets and the 
crowded remnants of the wharves. Every¬ 
where it greedily seized on new territory, 
and encroached upon the land so rapidly 
that it seemed as if there would soon be no 
bounds to its law less ambition. 

The weather was very warm all day, 
cloudy, and wirh frequent rains. Tho morn¬ 
ing was as balmy as if it were spring, and 
the snn ventured to peep out once or twice. 
Before noon it grew darker and darker, and 
a drizzling min set In, which was kept up at 
intervals throughout the rornrtmder of the 
day. Bhortly after dark a hard shower 
came up, nud the rainfall up to 10 o'clock in 
the evening was 27-100 of an inch. The 
wind was from tho «outh, and had a mean 
velocity of 21 imle> an hour. The maximum 
temperature was 70 , the, minimum 50.6' 
nnd tno mean 00.9*. The barometer fell 
steadily all day, closing at 10 25 r. m. at 
29.803. 

The outlook is worse and worse. The 
flood-mark of last year will certainly be 
reached, and mo-*t people think as certainly 
surpassed. Fortunately ample warning has 
been given, and all are prepared for tho 
worst. 

THE POINT AND VICINITY. 

The spring-like wenthur that prevailed 
yestonlay lent a charm to the river situation 
in the £a*t End it has not heretofore po*- 
Every available place along the 
nver front was crowded with »poctator* 
filled with curiosity. The most of the fami¬ 
lies who still reside ou the Point look advan¬ 
tage of the pleasant weather to visit dry¬ 


land localities, and as they re-embarked for 
their water-bound homes m the afternoon 
and bade adieu to the friends onfsbore, the 
scene became deeply interesting to the spec¬ 
tators. Along Van Buren street, on the 
Upper Point, the lowest ground is found, 
and in that locality tho water is finding its 
way into the upper stories of the bouses, 
and sumo who declined to move a week 
ago now find it necessary to vacate. 

Several hoots loaded with household goods 
headed m to Adams aud Cabel streets yester¬ 
day, where the No. 10 Fire Company were 
waiting with their wagon to convey the 
goods to places of safety. The police whose 
beat* are under water have procured boats 
and keep a constant watch over the aban¬ 
doned houses. A number of men and boys 
have been arrested for entering houses aud 
committing depredations. The water has 
reached the attics of nearly all the cottages, 
nnd tho rats which have found a safe refuge 
in such places for several days have been 
driven out and hare taken quarters on the 
roofs. Oue bouse wns occupied yesterday 
by a dog which kept up such a protracted 
barking that some boatmen went out to bring 
it ashore, but it gave them a wurzn recep¬ 
tion and convinced them that it intonded to 
hold the fort. It has held different positions 
about the place since the flood began: a part 
of the time being satisfied with an easy berth 
on the stable and when driven from there it 
sat on the kitchen a day or two. Yesterday 
it started to swim ashore but changed its 
mind and turned back. There is an attic 
window in tho rear end of the house, just 
above the kitchen roof, from which the sash 
ha* been taken and when its rescuers called 
it ran in the window and hArkod at them 
with ferocious watch-dog zeal. It was left 
in possession of its castle. 

THE LIFE HAVERS 

made a trip up the river distributing sup¬ 
plies. No one has ascertained yet the num- 
l»r of destitute people, aud of course when 
so many points have to be visited, the life 
-vavers can not tell how much is needed. 
The stock gave out yesterday before ail 
w* rt supplied, but under the system which 
was adopted yesterday afternoon all will ba 
supplied, and nil nnpoMon will be detected. 
The number of people in destitute circum¬ 
stances on account of the flood is much 
greater than many suppose, as the suffering 
is nut confined to thota who have been 
driven from their homes. Hundreds of men 
have been thrown out of employment, and 
nt this season of the year this always entails 
suffering. In every locality some one should 
take a pleasure in seeking out all cases that 
need assistance, and furnish thorn with pass¬ 
ports to the relief depot. 

At the upper eud of Story avenue a large 
number oi women waited for the second trip 
of the relief psrty, but they waited in vain, 
tttory avenue for two *>quares below the 
north end of the cut-off is a promontory, 
with nice residences fronting the avenue, in 
the centor the yards of which dip back into 
the water both ways, giving it a picturesque 
appcarauce. Maiden Itane, which is a con- 
tiuuation of Wa>hiugton street from Adams 
to Ohio street, is yet out of water, but on 
the north side the yards slope abruptly aud 
many of them are submerged half of the 
d-pih nnd the water is in the lower rooms of 
tho houses. 

CABEL AND yRATMCUA STREETH 
is the first point below the cut-off at which 
the water had tak«n possession of a street- 
crossing. It is across Franklin street and 
gradually making it* way into yards on the 
south side of the street. At Wenzel, Camp¬ 
bell and Shelby streets the ground is higher 
south of the Short-liue All than at any place 
along the river front m tue eastern part of 
the city, and only out-houses have been 
reached so far. On Clay street, between 
Franklin and the fill, both sides of the street 
are built up with residences, and the water 
is in &1J • n the west side and in many on the 
east. A few families remain in thoir bouses, 
but they have everything ready to move out 
this morning if the indications point to a 
continuation of the rise. Below Clay there 
are no residences until Preston is reached, 
but they are on low ground and wrere va¬ 
cated several days ago. Superintendent 
Kankin considered tho gas-works safe and in 
no danger miles* the river rises several feet 
higher. He will supply the city with gas to¬ 
night and to-morrow night certain, but 
would rather wait a day or two before mak- 
iug further promises. 

AT THE FOOT OF FIRST STREET 
the water surrounded the (utssenger depot 
by noon, and proceeded to fill up the deep 
hole to ihu south of the depot, after which it 
spread promiscuously over Water street, 
from First to Brook. Freight-cars loaded 
with scrap-iron were distributed along the 
tracks to hold thorn down. The last pos- 
scuger train left the First-street depot at 7 
oclock yesterday morning, and moved cau¬ 
tiously up the fill, preceded by a hand-car 
contaiumg a crew of road men, as an ad¬ 
vance guard, and as it pa*sud along on the 
submerged truck it pre&ontcd a thrilling 
spectacle. The passengers Ailed the plat¬ 
forms of the coaches and leaned out of the 
windows to watch for a catastrophe, as 
their faces plainly portrayed the doubt and 
anxious fears with which they were swayed. 
Tue trip was made with perfect safety, and 
at noou Superintendent Metcalfe passed over 
the fill in a hand-car and examined the em¬ 
bankment closely. At the most dangerous 
point ho found It standing the water well, 
and with the exception of a slight sway 
abovo Juckf»on street, which could have been 
easily remedied, he considered the track en¬ 
tirely safe. With the freight and passenger 
depots under water, however, it was deemed 
best to abandon the track and operate from 
tiie Houthail street depot. 

THE FKRKY DOCK 

still remained in position north of the freight 
depot, aud although deep folding was neces¬ 
sary in order to reach it, a Urge amount of 
travel aud traffic was going on. Passeugers 
were transported between dry ground on 
First street and the dock in vehicles of ail 
descriptions. The crowd of *|)CCtaton* in this 
locality was very large, and many reached 
the .Short-route elevated trestle by way of 
Floyd street, nnd obtained a good view of 
whnt wu» going on. Nothing attracted more 
general interest than the coffer dam that 
wa* being constructed around (be Breraakcr- 
Mooro paper mill, and it was with great dif¬ 
ficulty that the soarchers after curious and 
novel sights could be kept out of the way of 
the workmen. Tho timbers w hich form the 
mam structure of the dam are built up about 
three feet above the ground, and well *up- 
ported by granite blocks imbedded in dirt 
thrown from the inside. It is considered a 
substantial structure, and Mr. Bremaker 
rested easy in the belief that the mill would 
be saved. An effort was made to keep the 
water out last year, but no umber or rocks 
were used, and when the water got to within 
eight inches of its highest point it ran ovor 
the dam all around and flooded the mill. 

The great scarcit y of accident* and drown¬ 
ing* aloii^ tho flooded regions^ fiuce the river 
reached a dangerous •*tago baa been surpris¬ 
ing. A few buys Uave fallen in the water 
while playing along the Short-line fill, but 
they regarded the ducking as mere fou. 
Yesterday while John Gro*% tho watchman 
at the Prenton-street crossing, wn.- gathering 
rocks to put in the watch-house to bold it 
down, a atrip of embankment gave way 


under him and he went down in a hole sev¬ 
eral feet deep. Some boatmen went to his 
assistance and helped him out of the fcudd<m 
bath. 

BELOW FIRST BTRKET. 

From First street to the mouth of the canal 
along the river front, considerable additional 
damage was done yesterday. The high grad * 
at tho foot of Third street has been over¬ 
come, and the water is up in all the houses 
bolow the first alley. On Second and Fourth 
streets, although additional houses have 
be»n flooded, the situation was materially 
unchanged, and but few persona moved out. 
On Bullitt street, the row of tenement 
houses, which are occupied by very poor 
people, have been entirely surrounded, and 
the lower floors flooded. The women were 
wading around in the water knee-deop yes¬ 
terday, picking up w hatever article* of use 
th*re were left, and carryuig them up stairs. 
This has also necessitated the crowding to¬ 
gether of several families into one room, and 
their condition u% almost indescribable. Sever¬ 
al offers were made to move them up, but they 
have positively refused to lfave, aud seem to 
care but Uttle what the flual result would be. 
This is not the only quarter in which the suf¬ 
fering baa been increased, however, and in 
the lower part of the city a great rise was 
wrought yesterday. Suippingsport has 
been literally buried, and nearly ail traces 
of the town obliterated, only occasionally 
the roof of a house or a tail chimney rises 
out of the water, defiantly. The small cot¬ 
tages have been engulfed, and the water ho* 
closed 

COMri.ETELT OVER THE ROOFS. 

In many instances the people who have 
been driven out, stand on the shore, and 
mark tbe spot where their houses were by 
some tall chimney, tree, or other familiar 
laud mark. One old man stood on 
the bridge at Twenty-eighth street 
yesterday with bis family, and 
after looking intently out into the river, 
finally caught sight of a tall gabled roof, 
which rose several feet above the surface of 
the water. “My house used to be right 
there,” he said, pointing to the roof, 4 *but it 
has been buried since yesterday, and 1 don’t 
know what, has become of it bv this time.” 

AU of the road beyond the bridge has 
been overflowed, aud the water has com¬ 
pletely covered she floodgates in the canal, 
aud is only about three feet under the bot¬ 
tom of tbo bridge. Capt. Adam*’ resideucc 
is completely surrounded, and all of hts 
sheds and outhouses have been submerged. 
On the north side the water is almost up to 
his door-step, aud three inches further rise 
will flood the house. Three days ago there 
were five families still in Sbippingport, 
but yesterday morning three of them moved 
out. Two families, however, still remain. 
One of them is the family of the Superin¬ 
tendent of the cement mill, who live 
in a throe-story brick house. All their fur¬ 
niture and huUxohold effect* have been nfeved 
uf» under the root, aud they are completely 
shut in, the water being in the second story 
of the house. The other family resides in a 
three-story frame oouse, close by, and are in 
a similar condition. It is thought that they 
will move out to-day, for, if the rise «?ontin- 
uea, their live* will lie in dauger. About 3 
o'clock yesterday afternoon a neat little 
frame cottage which stood on McIIarry 
street, a:»d was owned by Bichard Flannery, 
was washed loose from its foundation and 
drifted down the rivor. Tho roof wo* barely 
above the water, but it suddenly rose to the 
surface and remained stationary for a 
moment, then turned over on its aide and 
drifted away. 

THE CURRENT 

is very strong at that point, and it floated 
rapidly for about a Mfuare, tben struck against 
the roof of a large brick house and hung 
there. About this tune also the wind, 
which had boon blowing pretty strong for 
some timo, grew very high and threatened 
to do great damage. Several of the houses 
ore in a very shaky condition, and but little 
is needed to turn them over. The waves also 
increased in violence, aud they beat hard 
against the roofs of t he building*. 

Mrs. Adams has been very active in aiding 
the sufferers, and noarly all the poor in that 
quarter have bean liberally supplied with 
food from the stock of provisions left for her 
disposal. The low valley ou each side of the 
road is tilled with back water from tho canal 
on one side and the river on the other, and 
the embankment is in a very shaky condition 
aud expected to give way at almost any mo¬ 
ment. if it does crack great additional 
damage will be done, and the outlay of a 
considerable sum of money by the city will 
be necessary. 

The novel spectacle of several little resi¬ 
dences floating around was seen in this flood¬ 
ed valley, and iu one instance several boys 
were seated on the roof of £ cottage, while it 
drifted slowly to and fro. 

A TRIP TO PORTLAND 

in daylight revealed the full extent of tho 
water, which could not be seen the night be¬ 
fore. As was predicted the Lousee on the 
north side of Kudd avenue below Thirty- 
third street have been flooded, and the street 
is almost covered. The water has backed up 
Thirty-third street, and is flowing across 
Kudd avenue in a largo stream, and joining 
the small lake wnich is forming below. Be¬ 
low Thirty-fourth street the water has taken 
possession of almost everything in sight, and 
tbo street is irupaifeabie. It is thought 
that the water will nearly reach High ave¬ 
nue. as it is already up to the alloy below 
Thirty-eighth street. The people on the 
south side of Rudd avenue, who were undis¬ 
turbed last year, are now begiuntng to take 
every precaution to guard against the flood, 
and alroadv some of them have moved. 

Tue boys from the engine-house were kept 
hard at work all day. and both wagons were 
utilized. A large number of calls for pro¬ 
visions were made and wore readily respond¬ 
ed to. A great many people have taken ad¬ 
vantage of this opportunity to move, and 
were kFo accommodated. The bill above 
the Marion distillery looks like an uriny com- 
miutary store, and is literally covered with 
goods. Two grocers have erected a shed 
aud noarly thoir entire stock, comprising 
hundreds of diti’eront articles, have boat 
placed under it. 

TIIE GREATEST ATTRACTION, 
however, is the 3,000 barrels of whisky 
which w».re rolled out from the distillery to 
a place *>f Naiety, and many a “bung” has 
been knocked out dunug the nights and 
quantities of tho coveted beverage extracted 
by moons of a piece of bo>«. There are also 
large pile* of furniture and household goods 
scattered arouud m great disorder. A large 
force of men have been detailed to watch (his 
hill, and their cornu-fires can be seen burn¬ 
ing brightly all during the night. 
The sireet cars now only run to Tbinv- 
tliird rtreet, and even then the 

track is under water for a short 

distance. The company has lost considera¬ 
ble hay aud com At their stables on Kronl 
street, iU tho water is up in the lofts to a 
considerable* depth. A large trestle was 
built vesierday, and the remainder of tho 
h*v placed on it out of reach of the water. 
It L more tbuu probable tb by noon to¬ 
day tno water will have reached tbo mark 
made by lo»t rear's flood, aud many a sleep¬ 
less Imur will Oe spent by tbc*e who live on 
the other side of the "danger line. Tho 
Church of Our Itady and the residence of 
Father liamist adjoining have boon flooded, 
but the furniture hab been placed in a place 
of bafetv. 

THF UFAFORASS 

continue, in company with the Ohio, slowly 
swelling. Every distillery along its banks, 
from Mill wood on the Hrown*t»oro road to 
Fern Cliff ou liOgan street beyond Brua4- 
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wav, is more or les# flooded, the cattle j*en* 
Bud cellar* being under vrater. The pork- 
bouaes have suffered more. The factories 
except tho Kclipse woolen uiill have suffered 
still more. Yesterday tho water was 
or*top of Hugh Stafford’* rear copper-shop 
on Reservoir avenue, and the rear leuce* of 
the sewn cottage# on Southall street, near 

Main, were »va*h©d ©way. In tho af¬ 
ternoon the Beargrass wont washing over 
Broadway, rendering that no longer a thor¬ 
oughfare for pedealriau*. Back of Broad¬ 
way the damage wan slight, there bcuig lew 
houses along it# banks. 

DESTITUTE PEOPLE. 

The old Exposition at Fourth and Chest¬ 
nut now' contain- ov**r a hundred llood Mif- 
ferers, ten additional fnmilies having come 
in yesterday. Taking everything into con¬ 
sideration, they are very comfortably pro¬ 
vided for* ami have plenty to eat. Cot# 
have been supplied with plenty of cover¬ 
ing, and the stove# keep the building 
warm. About half of the tnumtes ere color¬ 
ed people, end their losses *•••!« to have but a 
small place HT their thought#, os a happier 
looking crowd could not bo seen, 

A reporter United tho building Inst 
night and inspected the quarters of the 
various families. Near the door If 
a large stove, which a colored fam¬ 
ily has taken jiua-ordon of, and half 
a dozen old women were sitting huddled to¬ 
gether on a bench, smoking their pipes and 
chatting pleasantly, while vevcral dirt> - 
faced liitie children rolled over each other 
on the floor with undisguised glee, and to¬ 
tally unconscious of the misery around 
them. A single electric light burned in 
the center of the building, but it only 
H*rved to break the gloom, nud tho room 
looked twico a# large in the darkness. All 
around could be mmii the light ot the fire# 
nud the shadow- ot tlio*© sitting beside 
them. From tho farthest corner of tho 
building the sound of a French harp sud¬ 
denly burst forth, beiug accompanied by tho 
shuttling of teet and the nouud* of U istc-r- 
ou# laughter as koiuo of the *‘sufferers’’ 
cast aside all thoughts of their Hooded 
home#, and gave tUeuiseives entirely up to 
eojoymont. The white# seem to think of 
the matter more seriously, however, and 
have very little to Miy, except when tho sub¬ 
ject of their personal lu##©# i* mentioned, 
when they grow very talkativo and corn 
plaiu loudl\ . So far they nave had plenty 
meal, and the food i# of the most subst ant i al 
kind.

A MONO THE RAILROADS. 

»T LITTLE CHANGE IN THE DISMAL SITU¬ 
ATION OF THE PLOODKD LINES. 

There 1# very little to add to the report in 
yesterday’s paper in regard to the condition 
of railroads. Thu worst it was believed bad 
been reached when that report was written, 
and any furllur ri-u in the river would sim¬ 
ply fall upon th© ruia nnd wreck alreaily 
accomplished l»} . li-* contumacious water*. 
Before daylight the Short-line depot., at First 
and the river. wn« completely surrounded by 
the flood, and presented more the appearance 
of a sunken w harf-boat than a station for 
the reception and entertainment of the guests 
of a rnighLy railroad company. The HU 
along the river front wo# aLo under the 
water almost half it# length, while there 
wa- about two feet of the muddy fluid in the 
freight depot. Trains on the road were 
started from the Southall-*treet sta 
tion, nt tho head of Market 
..street. The traek of the Short-line 
is under water near Walton, and also at 
Fincbtown trestle, while at Newport it is 
thought tho running of trains will have to 
be abandoned. No train was started from 
Cincinnati yesterday morning over this line, 
and theone due here at 7:40 last night had 
not arrived at a late hour. Tho afternoon 
train left this city at 2 . 50 , but was necc-s 
tartly some hours late iu reaching its destina¬ 
tion. Transfers have to be made at the point# 
underwater, oud tho train Is run very slow¬ 
ly. Arrangements were being mado yester¬ 
day afternoon to take Short line cam aiouud 
over the Cincinnati Southern or Kentucky 
Central to I<exington, and then down over 
the Lexington division, but nothing duflnito 
had been arrived at. 

On the Southern division of the L. and N. 
there has been no trouble of consequence 
thus far. Two or three small land slides on 
the Knoxville and Jell ico division have de¬ 
layed trains some, but no material damage 
beyond this biu> been done. 

Tho C., O. and S. W. was compelled to 
stop running trains out of this city owing to 
the water of Salt river beiug over the track 
at West Point. An accommodation truiu 
w ill be ruut->day o» far os Orel on this liue. 
Through passenger* w ill take the L. and N 
for Blinbethtown, where connection will be 
made w itb tho C. t O. and S. W. for Paducah 
and points South. 

The C. and O. it still under water between 
Ashland oud Huntiugtou, and transfers ar© 
made by boat. Some trouble has been 
caused by the parties controlling the boat, 
rendering a tedious and exasjering wait at 
the potuU'named for the transfer; hut this 
ha# now been remedied, it i« stated by the 
agent of the Hue at this point, and no unucc 
es^ary delay will be occasioned in future. 
Train** start from the hea l of Market street. 

The 0. and M. continue# to run train# on 
its Cincinnati division a* far as Aurora 
where a transfer Is made by boat. In cross 
ingthe river at No w Albany n tram for hu« 
to be made by boat from Prison station to 
the Government building, in Jeffersonville, 
after which the track is clear. The St. LouU 
division remains open. 

The washout on the fill near N“w Albany 
has completely flooded the J., M. and 1 
track for the distance of at leant a mile. No 
washout is expected, however, under tho 


track* of this line, from the fact that there is 
no current, the water being almost stagnant 
on ench side and over tn© embankment. 
Transfer is mado by the J., M. nnd I. from 
the New Albany side of the bridge to North 
Tower in boats, the delay to passenger* not 
amounting t«* more than half an hour. 

The L., N. A. and C. nnd the St. Lmiis 
Air-line are incommoded m the ••ame way 
at their New Albany tracks. The water is 
over the road in places two or three feet, 
and it i# said the embftnkmeot ho# washed 
in *eviral places. Both roads uiako a trims- 
fer by omnibus from the FourG*entb-*treet 
depot on this *idc to the Now Albany forry, 
then around back of New Albany to the 
starting point of train*—the Monon at tbeir 
regular depot, and the Air-line from the 
either aide of Sliver Creok. But one train a 
dav is nm on the latter road. 

No regular bridge tram.- are run, as they 
can not get within two mile# of Jofferson- 
ville or auy whore near New Albany.

THE SITUATION PRACTICALLY UNCHANGED* 

The condition of affairs her© is prac¬ 
tically unchanged, except that tho ri»e 
of three-quarter* of an inch per hour for tb© 
past 24 hour* ha* spread over consid¬ 
erably more territory, and driven from their 
home# a goodly number of people in addition 
to Lbo&o heretofore mentioned. Tho ri*o has 
reached the flood mark of lb32, and is com¬ 
ing up to the score of 1SS3. The unfavora¬ 
ble advices from abovo render it almost cer¬ 
tain that there will be more water before 
there is less. 

The break in the J., M. and I. railroad at 
the culvert above Stitet* station, Monday 
evening, rendered travel dangerous by that 
line. Transfers were made over the break 
in boats yesterday at the passenger*' risk. 
The trains made several trips to carry the 
mails, but solicited no passen¬ 
ger trarol. Capt. Irwin started 
his ferry-boat yesterday moning 
alter tho fog laiued, aud made occasional 
trips during tho day to accommodate pas¬ 
sengers. The L., N. A. and C. and the Air¬ 
line trains went out yesterday morning with¬ 
out their Louisville connections, but this 
morning the ferrvboat will leave Louisville 
at 8 o’dock, in time for pas#euger# to tnku 
the out-going tram*. 

The water yesterday came over the pike 
and cutoff communication w ith We*t Union, 
except by Nkiff# ami John boats. At the 
foot of Main street the walor is nearly two 
feet deep on the pike.

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JEFFERSONVILLE. 

THE SITUATION TKRRtnLE AND STARVATION 
UTAH!NO THK PEOPLE IN THE FACE. 

It wuuld bo difficult for th« situation to 
grow more *er»ou* than it wa* at nine o’clock 
last night in Jeffersonville. Four-fifth# of 
the city w r a# under water, the rain w^oa still 
pouring, the river rising, and even those 
who did not suffer from the flood of last year 
were moving out of their house-, 
the indications being that the 
water would be higher than 
ever. At that hour the water bad reached 
nearly every house flooded Uut year, and a* 
no inch or a foot difference is hardly material 
when the water once cover# the floors of 
dwelling#, the damage is now fully as great 
as last year, oven if the water does not rise 
an inch more. The population of the city i* 

11,000. La-t night 0,000 of these people bad 
removed from tueir usual places of habitation. 
The city proper is cut off from the world 
by railroad, and steam boa ting i# about 
abandoned. It is true| the O. and M. and 
Jeff, railway# are running their train# over 
the bridge, and the ferryboats are making 
trip* during toe day. but a* even the people 
w ho have money can not reach the terminus 
of the railroad or river only in boats, it is 
hard to suppiy the demand for food. Tnoro 
is no question that outeide aid will be i 
quired, and that without delay. People will 
not need money or clothing, but they 
must have something to uat, and that speed¬ 
ily. Tho appropriation made by Congress 
will not go far toward reiieviug the people 
along the river from Fi Uburgh to Cairo, 
and cities in Indiana are appealed to for do¬ 
nations. 

The different Relief Committee# held meet 
iugs yesterday in conjunction with the Com¬ 
mon Council, and a relief force was put on 
duty, consisting of 40 or 50 men. The city 
physicians were put in tho service to give 
medical attention, all t*tvi»g without any 
assurance of pay. 

Yesterday a consignment of provisions 
was received from gejtmmr, and lndtauap< 
oils and Columbus unit word that they 
would give aid immediately if it was re< 
quired. Mayor Glass telegraphed* that aid 
in the way of provisions was needed aud 
would be gratefully received. The relief 
committees heid several meetings yesterday, 
and at every meeting the situatiou appeared 
more dibtre^dug. Home local aid w*a# re¬ 
ported, but not enough to do nny material 
good. . 

The Belief Committee concluded last night 
tei upon a commissary on i^pnug street, aud 
Mr. Wui. Thin# will have charge, assisted by 
Messrs. Allen. SwarU, Monroe, Frank, An¬ 
drew, Wulkup and others. Mr. W. B. 
Jacob# aud Jonas G. Howard to carry pro* 
vision# to the needy on the high part of the 
city after the boats had conveyed it from 
the radway trains. No aid will be given 
only to those in actual want. Tho Board of 
County Commissioners mot yesterday and 
offered to do their share, instructing the 
Towusntp Trustee to giant relief when 
necessary. 

The indications late la-t night were that 
the flood would exceed that ol 188.3, and if 
this is the case the situation will be terrible. 
Many of the houses in the lowerpurt of town 
will be overturned, they being made shaky by 
lue lust flood.

By 
this plan tbe de*©rving will be found and th© 
impostors beaded off. Mrs. .*Sadd is uiding 
the relief board, nnd Col. Jorry Bate and 
Commodore Frank Robert# nr© issuing sub¬ 
stantial#, assisted by an acuva corps of 
worker#. 

The depot ha# lv>en established to do good 
and efiicikui work, and everybody disposed 
t » render aid In the present emergency should 
join bands with tbe city. They can purchase 
tuppiie* in package* suitable for Mnali fatui- 
lic# and have them delivered at th© depot 
without trouble to themselves. The Indie* of 
tno Flower Mission are doing excellent work 
in that direction and should be seconded by 
a vigorous movement all <*ver the city. The 
Mayor realize# the fact that mere is suffor- 
ing nnd destitution, and ho has inaugurated 
a plan that will accomplish much, out the 
mean# nt ids disposal are not sufficiently 
largo to last through the flood, and the move¬ 
ment on bu part should be supported bv in¬ 
dividual contribution to tbe general stock 
The Louisville Gas Company l^t night 
donated $ 1,000 for the benefit of the flood 
sufferer#.

A T PITTSBURGH. 

ANOTHER RISE IN THK RIVERS, BUT NOTH¬ 
ING SERIOUS ANTICIPATED. 

Pittsburgh, Feb. 12.—Tho river i» swell¬ 
ing again at the rate of two hicbes an hour, 
w ith 18 feet 3 inches on tbe Monongabela 
m&iks and 10 feet on the Allegheny. Dis¬ 
patches from point# above report continued 
rains and the water rising. People living In 
the bottom land* are filled with apprehen¬ 
sion of another fiood. Many have not yet 
recovered from the late deluge. The dis¬ 
couraging outlook tends to increase tbe un¬ 
comfortable feeling. With IH feet of water 
now submeigiug the lower district* of the 
two cities, it is quite probable the situation 
of affairs among the sufferers in Allegheny 
is worse, if powiiblu, than any day since tbe 
flood abated, and numerous additional cases 
of destitution aro reported. Many of tbe 
victims, iu addition to having been sys¬ 
tematically plundered by the waters, were 
L thrown out of employment by the work¬ 
shops being devastod, aud tinder any cir¬ 
cumstances this fact alone is productive of 
more or less want among the poorer clause*. 
At leaftt 3,500 people were supplied with 
food yesterday, an increase over any previ¬ 
ous day. 

The rivers are rising slow lv at midnight, 
with 11 * feel H inches on the Monongahela 
ntark«. The water is falling at head-water#, 
and no serious inundation is apprehnndod. 

Miss Clara Burton, President of the Red 
Cross Association, and Dr. Hubbell arrived 
to-day from Washington. Their assistance 
is not needed here, and to-morrow morning 
they will leave for Wheeling. 

AT WHEELING. 

THE TALL CHECKED, A RISE SETS IN AND AN 

INCH MORE OF WATER PEit HOUR BEING

EQUALED—HOME SORROWFUL BCENE8. 

Charleston, w. Va., Feb. 12.—The

D. Lewis have returned hore from distribu¬ 
ting provision# to the flood suflforer* along 
the Knnawha yesterday and Inst night. An 
Associated Prew correspondent, who was 
along, took a close observation of the dam¬ 
ages aud al»o tho call# of nlwolut© neces¬ 
sity, and Darned from th>'so he met that no 
such suffering lias over been caused by the 
high water ou the Kanawha river. At Buffalo 
h ilf the town is submerged, but the people, as 
a general thing, are well supplied with fo nl 
Athlone, a place of 200 people, is under wa¬ 
ter and suffering for food and clothing. At 
Point Pleusnnt, a town of 3,000 p* > 0 pi°« 
there is not a foot of ground w hich is not at 
l©a»t a foot under water. Htorchon*©#, 
good#, dwelling*, in fact, all kinds of hou*e#, 
are hid from the second story by the water. 
Fully 100 houses have bent up>et and washed 
away. The people are living on the decks of 
bnrg»*s, in th© Court-bouse, in fact, whrre- 
evar they mu get shelter. Many have gone 
to tb© hill# for safety. 

This city ha* seni at least $ 3,000 worth 
of provisions, cooked, to the suf¬ 
ferer# along the river, and to¬ 
morrow the Government boat. Bee will 
leave hero w ith a second load of provision# 
for the river towns. Tho steamer Winona 
loft here to-day with provisions for the vari¬ 
ous town# along the Kanawha river. The 
whole lower part of tbe Kanawha river 
valley is overflowed. In rnnuy places the 
river is fully three to fir© roll©# wide. This 
city ha* sent provision* to Guynndotte, on 
the Chesapeake and Ohio railroad, lor the 
M.nkI sufferer,. Tho people w ill have to l*e 
fed for fully eight days yet. Th© peojij© are 
truly In a d»plorahle condition. Many 
farmers have lost all their corn, wheat, bay 
and oats, and also some stock along tho 
Kanawha river, and help U needed forth¬ 
with. _ 

AT POMEItOY , O. 

THE RIVER FALLING HLOWLY—THE DAMAGE 
IMMENSE AND MUCH SUFFERING CAUSED. 

Pomeroy, O., Feb. 12.—The water of the 
Ohio roarhed its highest point here yester¬ 
day forenoon, wb<sn it was at least 7 feet 
higher than any previous flood had ever 
attained. Since that time it has fallen ”• 
feet, and is gradually receding. Nine- 
tenths of the building# in tbe town are still 
in tbe water, and about 150 were moved 
from their foundation*, of which cne-tixih 
floated off down tho river. No Uve* have 
been lost, but tbe damage to property is bn 
mense, and can not yet be adequately esti¬ 
mated. The extent of thi# rise rs 
unprecedented, and communication wit» 
paints above being shut off, our people 
were not prepared for tho last eight feet of 
water which came. (July on© store in tho 
town ©scaped, and many merchant# who bad 
removed tbeir good* to place# they thought 
out of danger were unable to save them 
from the water. Others moved four times. 
The depot of the Columbus, Hocking Valley 
aud Toledo railroad flouted off Friday even¬ 
ing aud was followed on Saturday and Sun¬ 
day by numerous store-building* and resi- 
dcticrt. 

Many of tbe laboring people bad been out 
Of employment for sotue time past, aud being 
driven from tbvir home* by tbe flood 
are more or less destitute. In many 
cases people who h 3 d removed their 
household ©fiVct* nnd provirion* to their 
second stories ha l them'destroyed or dam¬ 
aged. The water yesterday morning stood 
eighteen inches iu the second floor of the 
principal hotel. Several salt furnaces here 
and in tho neighboring towns were complete¬ 
ly wrecked, and other* aro bmlly damage l. 
Tbousauds of barrels of tnnnhractured salt 
were destroyed. Tha coni mine# at Miner#- 
vitle, Syracuse and Hr.rtford City, neignbor- 
ing villages, are flooded, and it will require 
month* of time and large oxpen** to free 
them from the water. In the. m©autitne 
many miner* will bo obliged to seek employ¬ 
ment elsewhere. The Hartford City Coal 
nud Salt Company estimate thair damage#at 
$100,000. The Syracuse Coal ani Salt 
Company have aufferod nearly ns badly. 

At Kndne, nine mile# above here, 105 
houo©* aro moved from their foundations, 
aud a number have floated away. A similar 
condition of affairs exist* all along tn© rm*r 
between hne nnd Rnrkerstmnr Middla- 
port, two mile# below Pomeroy, is also under 
water. Many merchant* thnre, not antici¬ 
pating the unprecedented rise, left their 
good* lu their ©tore*, nnd awoke Saturday 
morning to find them under water. 

The appeal# #?nt out by our relief commit¬ 
tee are taring generously responded to. and 
will probably ©tiablo it to promptly relievo 
th© immediate dDtiv##. 

Tho Western! Union telegraph odico was 
flooded Thursday night, bince which time wo 
have been w ithout telegraph communication 
until to-night, when tho wire# were got into 
working order again. The first letter mail 
since W wine day came in to-day by boat 
from (Talii)>olib. and no newspapers have l«e©n 
received for uearlv a week. There i» at 10 
o’clock to-night about 12 feet of water on 
Front §tre *t. tho main business atreet of tho 
town, and it is falling two inch©# an hour. 

AT CINCINNATI. 

THE RIVEP. STILL RHINO STEADILY, AND THE

Cincinnati, Fob. 12. 9 a. m.— River rt* 
feet 1 inch and still rising at tbe rate of 1 
inch an hour. Weather foggy aud mild.

HIGHER NOW THAN IN SI ANY YEARS. AND 

RISING AT THE KATE OF TWO INCHES AN 

HOUR. 

Little Rock, Fib. 12. —The Little Rock 
aud Fort Smith railroad bridge over tbe 
bayou this side of Ozark was washed away 
by the flood and one-fourth of a mil© of track 
covered by water, bv a ledge of rock giving 
wny. A portion of tho track wa# carried 
into tho river. A steady ram fell all night 
and this morniug. The Arkansas is rising 
rapidly tbu> forenoou, and it is beginning to 
be believed that by uight tho water will bo 
higher here than in several years. 

Tbe rise in the Arkansas at tbis point is 5 
feet for the 24 hours ending ot 1 o’clock tbis 
afternoon, and rising since 2 inches an hour. 
The water is flowing everywhere over the 
| lowest portions of Argcnta, aud houses on 
th© river bank are reached by skiffs. Tho 
backwater has formed an extensive lake near 
town. There is no damage on tbe Little 
Rock side, though many good# have been re¬ 
moved from th© atures on the levee. The 
water is now higher than in many voars. A 
second landslide occurred on tb© Little Rock 
and Fort 8 mith railway till* afternoon, burl¬ 
ing immense qunutitie# u( rock, earth and 
trees in the river. It will be several days 
before train# can resume. 8 ovcral hundred 
men are w 01 king to replace tbe bridge near 
Ozark. The track ia #till reported all right 
from Little Rock to Arkansas City, hut 
5,000 sacks were sent dow 11 to Anppe Sta¬ 
tion to-day to be filled with sand and to bo 
need in holding down tn© track. The plant¬ 
ers in the volley betweeu ar© still safe, but if 
tho rise continue# a day or two the w ater 
will begin guing over th© levee and nt 
South Btuid and below. Rains are ge neral 
throughout the State, and most small 
streams are out of their banks and flo *lmg 
ihe boUoms. Tho Saline river has been ris¬ 
ing 8 inches an hour all evening. 

AT FORT SMITH. 

Fort Smith, Auk., Feb. 12.—Heavy ram* 
hav© swollen ail th© streams. The Arkansas 
rivor ha* risen eleven feet and is rising uine 
inches an hour. It 1# three feet above the 
danger line. There are prospects of higher 
water than since 1844.

NORTHERN TEXAS VISITED BY RAINS AND 
TORNADOES, doing MUCH DAMAGE. 

Galveston, Tex., F#b. 12.—lTi© Nows' 
Waco special says: A rainstorm which has 
been prevailing for ievernl days developed 
this morning into a |»erfect tornado, and 
about 2 o’clock a itroug southwest wind 
struck the town, increasing in violence till 
4 o'clock, when a tornado of uo little fury 
swept over the southern portion of th© city, 
doing considerable damage to property. Dr. 
Burleson’s residence, occupied by Rev. O. 
C. Blunt aud family, was Ibrowu over, but 
the occupants e**cnp©d injury. 

The Horn place, on Boiitb First street, 
nnd a resident*© on Bomb Fourth ©treet. be¬ 
longing to H. Calfe, were aluo blown down. 
The music-room at tbe Waco Cuiversity 
was blown off of th© brick foundntion. Two 
bam* on South Fifth street, and one on 
Webster Mtre©t, wore demolished, and many 
chimneys, fluos, and a great number of fruit 
and shade tree and a large amount uf fencing 
ruined. Train-men say th© storm extended 
from Taylor to Waco. It was quit© sever© 
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at Bartlott and Ranger, blowing down 
house* at both place*. 

Tbo .Wire specials give the following de¬ 
tails of the storm in North Texas: At Long¬ 
view the heaviest rain of tlio winter fell last 
night and to-day, greatly augmenting the 
already swollen streams. It is still raining. 
Much damage was done stock 111 the bot¬ 
toms. Trains are all ordered to be aban¬ 
doned at that pluf'o to-night. Heavy wash¬ 
outs havo occurred on the International rail¬ 
way n-nr Winola aud Sweetwater. A cold 
norther and s)e* t prevailed last night. The 
stork i* suffering tearfully. 

At Sherman it ha* been wet for. the past 
nine days. A fearful rain fell throughout 
tbo night. The Texas Pacific railway was 
washed owav about two miles out of town, 
and all communication is cut off except by 
wine. . , 

The Sews' Texarkana special says: A cy- 
clouo struck the eastern suburbs this morn¬ 
ing. The ruaiu body was two hundred yards 
wido. It lasted ten minutes, doing groat 
daningo to houses and fences. The dwellings 
of R. F. May and W. L. Frank wtro blown 
from their foundations. 

Tho Sen*' Wichita Falls special says: 
Very heavy rains bavo prevailed for several 
days. Night boforo last four inches fell. 
This morning there were two inches of snow-. 
Everything is covered with sleet, Sheep are 
suffering badly. 

The AcuV Kosse special says: The heavi¬ 
est rain-storm fell last night in ten years. 
One of Capt. Lake's houses was upset and 
another partially demolished. It is still 
pairing down. 

The News' Houston special says: A stiff 
gale prevailed this afternoon, with a heavy 
ram. The tin roof of Wright’s photograph 
gallery wa* lifted over the building into the 
center of Main street. A number of fences 
w ere blown down. 

STORMS IN THE NORTHWEST.

Reports to the Associated Press Indicate a 
serious nieterologieal disturbance through¬ 
out the territory between Omaha and Pitts¬ 
burgh ami Winnepeg and Memphis, and a 
general mixed up condition of things. At 
one point the reports show snow a few miles 
in one direction, fog liko for sorno distance, 
in another ram. and in still another sleet. 

At Sioux City at fi p. it. it was 4* below 
sero, while at l>es Moines it was 18* above. 
At Chicago at this hour the rain has ceased, 
and it is growing slightly colder.

An old war nurse has gone in the death at 
Newton Thursday of Mrs. Rebecca R. Pome¬ 
roy. The new* will be sad indeed to many 
an old soldier in different parts of the land, 
who owe their lives to her gentle ministra¬ 
tions and tender and anxious solicitude. 
For she was one of the most helpful ami 
widely known nurses of the Northern nrmy. 
The opening of the war found her a widow, 
worn dowu by nineteen years of service by 
the sickbed <*f her husband. Her only re¬ 
maining child, a son, she sent at once to tho 
f**unt, and then she herself, scarcely able to 
walk, and against the prayers of friends, 
volunteered service In the hospitals. Her 
first osjiiiiiment wan to Georgetown, D. C., 
among fifty typhoid patients, and there ami 
elsewhere she saved lives which had been 
given up by the physicians, ami diguified 
and bettered men by her Christian win 1 and 
sweetness*. “Her boys,” *he was wont to 
call them, and “mother" she was affectiofi- 
atelv termed in turn. She was selected to 
nurse Mrs. Lincoln at the White Houm», nml 
watched by tho bodsido of Lincoln’s beloved 
non, “little Tad;” ami sbo delighted to tell 
In later years bow tho President usod to call 
her aside and ask from her the story of her 
family afflictions, and Ull how he tried to bo 
prayerful and trustful In divine Providence. 
IVhen I^ee surrendered Mrs. Pomeroy was 
exhausted by work and struggling for life; 
ami it wan two years before her health was 
sufficiently restored to alljw her to work. 
Then she became matron of a reformatory 
homo for girls at Newton Center. This was 
disbanded after seven years, but Mrs. Pome¬ 
roy retained four homeless little ones, and 
they became tbo nucleus of tbo Newton Home 
for orphans and destitute girls, of which Mrs. 
Pomeroy had charge up to her death.

New York, Feb. 12.—Room traders ham¬ 
mered stocks iu the market to-day, and there 
being comparatively little support, a natural 
decline followed. Tho apparent result was 
a large increase in short interest, recalling 
tbo condition of the market a fortnight ago, 
when Gould squeezed shorts and prices 
touched the highest figure of the year. 
Bears, of course, profess confidence iu 
further decline; but there was manifest 
readiness iu the board-room to run to cover 
during the few intimations to-day of large 
purchases, showing that the recent lesson had 
not been forgotten, nnd that Gould’s 
supremacy wus still undoubted. Gould re¬ 
mained at bis office all day, taking appar¬ 
ently little interest in wbnt was going on at 
the Exchange, but shaking w ith easy assur¬ 
ance of the prospect of a market permanently 
high. 

Vanderbilt’s brokers were not so active to¬ 
day a* of late, but steadily bought stock at 
hammered prices. It is still dear that the 
public is keeping bands off of Wall street, 
and that dealings are almost wholly in tho 
band* of professionals. 

An important feature of the situation is 
tho high rate of excknngo. No disturbance 
is yet manifest on the street regarding it, 
although it is comiuou rumor that there will 
be shipments of gold on the Gallia to-mor¬ 
row. Tho general impression is that exports 
of this kind will be engineered by benrs for 
speculative purposes, and it is conceded that 
(rum eight to tdn millions of gold could not 
be spared without serious inconvenience. 
C ontinued shipment?, however, will of course 
affect tho situation, it does not appear tbut 
the loss of property by Western floods and 
consequent disorganization of business nnd 
decrease of railroad earnings has had much 
ftffi Ct 'll pi k st. 

(>ra|ou Transcontinental, as on yesterday, 
was tw* weakest stock to-dav, declining in 
early dealing* to lB 1 ^, at win* b price it was 
bought by broker* of the Nortiivrn Pacific 
syndicate. Tho volume of to-uay’s buMucti.i 
was not large. 

Speaking to-day of the general situation, 
Fruuk Work thought the tendency was bull¬ 
ish. “1 behove," he said, “that bear-room 
traders to-day sold at leiv.t 20,000 shares of 
Uuion Pacific at about 80. which they can 
n**t buy back without suffering a rise of ti or 
3 j*«r cent.” 

Commissioner Fink, wbon asked if he 
thought the Trunk-line business was influ¬ 
encing the situation, said he believed the cut¬ 
ting of rates hud stopped, and that tbo new 
clearing-house system, by making it impossi¬ 
ble for any road to undercharge without in¬ 
stant detection, would o(>erale to tuo advan¬ 
tage of all concerned.

THr. rains and flood kervk to decrease 

BUSINESS AND GREATLY WEAKEN PRICES. 

I .Special to the Conner-Journal.] 

Chicago, Feb. 12.—Wheat closes to-ni^ht 
just os it did last night at 102; *o for May, 
after having touched 103. Corn is 1 o 
higher than it was twenty-four hours 
ago. Pork and lard are almost 
exactly os they were Inst night, liitis 
a trifle lower. Communication with tho out¬ 
side world w ns a good deal interrupted. 
Few dispatches were received, nml such ns 
were received were late. Business was in 
consequence greatly affected. It was 
hard even to “raise" New York. The 
West aud Southwest were almost 
altogether cut off. But while tbo storm cut 
off communications, it decreased business, 
aud thus for this reason tended to weaken 
prices. It also cut dowu the receipts of grain, 
lowered the grading of corn aud creat'd 
uneasiness over the condition of wheat. So 
far os the storm was concerned, its influence 
was not more on one side probably than an¬ 
other. It. however, made the day dull nnd 
devoid of incident. 

Speculation was local. Scalpers* sold, 
some of them on a big scale, at the advance, 
and bought again ou tho decline. Tho 
wheat market stopped to-night just 
half way between tho top and bottom figures 
of the day. Tho scalpers about.nl mid manip¬ 
ulated all day. Tnat was tbo natural result. 

There i* a difference of opinion to¬ 
day as to whether the short, interest in the 
wheat pit was decreased or enlarged. Prob¬ 
ably there is no great change in the specu¬ 
lative situation. Most of the commission 
mm fed at tho close that buying 
was still safer than selling, but tho 
circulars sent to-night sav for the most part, 
“Buy wheut on tho break*," rather conced¬ 
ing a little reaction. Tho foreign cables 
wore quoted steady, and this, of course, had 
an influence. 

Cora was stronger, and closed at for 

May, after having uold up to 5fc„c. The 
receipt?, 338 oars, wt-re smaller than was 
expected for Tuesday, aud thu grading of 77 
cars of contract corn *bo\MMi a marked 
falling off in auality. Tho corn pit was very 
dull, mainly because of tho failure of the 
wires to New York. The feeling about the 
corn pit is, however, gaining in bullishness. 
The high-prices party is unquestionably gain¬ 
ing number* and influence. 

May pork soid up to $18 52 l /, but closed 
at $18 80 ou the call. May lard sold up to 
$10 27>t, , but ci«ised at > l(j 10. Those fig¬ 
ures are the same a. those of twenty-four 
hours ago. Hogs were 25c higher at the 
yards, and the advance of the fonmoou was 
to be expected It is hard to account for tho 
decline. It is said in packing circles tlmt 
tho cash demand,because of the recent extra¬ 
ordinary demand, ha» been greatly reduced. 
To-day s slow market toward the close is 
attributed by the members of tho cash trade 
to the efforts of tho manufacturer* 
to keep prices from advancing fur¬ 
ther until customers becomo a little 
accustomed lo the present scale, and bocuuio 
buyers again. The receipts to-day were 
oufy 13,000 hogs, so that the arrivals for to¬ 
day nnd yesterday are 1,000 head fewer 
than fur the same two days last week. 
Live hogs, since .Saturday, have advanced 
)*c per pound. Iu the past two weeks 
pork has advanced over $2 per 
barrel and lard over per pound. 

This is a pretty sharp appreciation. This 
speed up hill can not bo kept up much longer 
without getting the delicacy out of the roach 
of any but railroad maguaUd and the pork- 
packers themselves.

A PHENOMENON.

A re narViable phenome¬ 
non te show u here. A pile five feet lunger than 
the rest, marked to Indicate the front or the 
dike at high water, still remains atandlng up¬ 
right nnd Arm two feet below the lo^rrrow. 
The drift i« anrhc«i across the opening, and thera 
Is no pr«.**sure upon thi? pile. It has trawleil 0** 
feet down stream erect, and firmly imbedded in 
the sand. Such cases h ive Ivern reported hereto¬ 
fore. but not ci edited by me. This case 1 ob- 
aerved myself. It can only be accounted for on 
the supiKvsitioii of a bodily movement of the sand 
foundation. In other words, it would seem as if 
all the materlnl in the trough or bed of tiie river 
war* iu motion."

Tufrdat, Feb. 12.—The predominating 
consideration to the people of the Ohio Tal¬ 
ley at prevent, and indued to the country nt 
large, U the continually rising deluge, which 
threaten* life and property ae it tUe*. and 
the luntte of which are at the eaiue time en¬ 
tirely ouUide the range of experience or sci¬ 
ence to estimate. Ouo of the must poworful 
elements of nature has broken from it* 
bounds, and the moral effect is only lose 
powerful than the progress of a great confla¬ 
gration. With their 04 * 011*101002 »t rad loess 
the people are preserving their equanimity, 
relying on the philosophy .of analogies tbnt 
the flood gates must soon be clonal from ex¬ 
haustion. The Congressional appropriation 
for the relief of newly sufferers will not 
prove too large, however, for the relief of 
the more oxtreme cases of destitution. 

The breadstuff markets wavered at times, 
but scored a further advance. Receipt* of 
wheat were light and of other cereals rather 
moderate, with comparatively liberal ex¬ 
ports. The winter wheat belt is still un¬ 
scathed by frost. Provisions ranger! higher, 
a* usual. Colton was steady, and futures 
improved slightly. The live stock markets 
were stroug, with a further rise in hogs. 
Coffees gained a slight advance. 

In New York mouey was quiet. Foreign 
exchange was strong. Government 4 per 
cents were lower and other issues steady. 
The stock market was in holders’ favor in 
early dealings, but afterward reacted, and 
ail active properties, wiin the exception of 
four or live manipulated stocks, closed 
lower. Dispatches steadily indicate bullish 
inspiration Horn headquarter*, but the de- 
clino yesterday and to-day is a stubborn 
fact. It is drawing very largely upon tho 
stock of public credulity, bowover, to argue 
that foreign exchange is being bid up 
by the bears for the purpose of 
forcing the exportation of gold. Such a 
process would obviously be the most expen¬ 
sive maneuver possible to stock jobbers ia the 
present state of affairs, and the argument is 
a patent absurdity. 

In London English consols and American 
railroads wore higher. Provisions were 
strong in Liverpool, cotton was rather weak 
and breadstuffs dull. 


THE FLOODS. 

With each hour the situation becomes 
more grave and serious. Everywhere the 
streams are rising and the rains continue to 
fall, the atmospheric conditions point to a 
continuance of the distressing disasters and 
all hope of any immediate abatement dis¬ 
appears. Yesterday the Signal Service 
promised more rain, but public confidence 
in that bureau has been so seriously shaken 
that the prediction gave rise to an expecta¬ 
tion of better Ihlflgs. At 12 the rain be¬ 
gan to fall, great clouds came up from the 
west aud south, the fogs gathered 
and filled the air and settled over 
river and city, and at night a deeper 
gloom than ever possessed every one. 

The heavy rains yesterday and the 
continued advance of the waters cut off 
communication with the East and carried 
destruction and disaster up to the unpre¬ 
cedented marks of last year, anil in some 
sections even beyond that poiut. 

To-day in Louisville, undoubtedly, tho 
waters will reach the point nttained last 
year; how much beyond it will go during 
the next few days only time can deter¬ 
mine. Those who most confidently and 
continuously predict pleasant things are 
at last discouraged, aud all tbut one can 
do is to wait. 

Tho actual damage and distress occa¬ 
sioned by the overflow have not in Louis¬ 
ville been as great ns last year, but the 
prospects now are they will continue 
longer. The Board of Trade had quite a 
handsome sum of money left over from the 
funds subscribed last season, and it is be- 
in t judiciously expended, but other con¬ 
tributions are now imperatively demanded. 
Louisville must ut least care for her own 
unfortunates. She must not call for any 
of the money appropriated by Congress or 
by the Legislature, but leave that to lo¬ 
calities unable to help themselves. The 
liberality of our citizens last year was 
eq ml to all demands, and this year the 
record of good as well as the record of 
ev 1 ought to be surpassed. 

From the bridge the view yesterday af- 
U noonvyas anything but hopeful. The 
waters seemed to pervade all space. The 
fo: and mist and falling rain obscured tho 
view and shut out the dty. The dark 
clouds in the west came driven by the 
winds, and the wuves washed up against 
the banks, the houses and the etotie piers 
higher and higher. On the Indiana side 
the rising tido was beating against the rail¬ 
way, sapping and undermining the road- 
b d. The waters were everywhere in the 
most surprising places and in unexpected 
quantities The entire geography of the 
country has been for the time at least re- 
c instructed. The clouds would gather 
threateningly and then scatter; as it 
prow dark the rain fell nud the 
winds came from all directions. The 
atmosphere was heavy and oppressive iu 
the city; on the bridge in the face of the 
wind, in the falling rain and the gathering 
fogs the effect was different, moving ami 
quickening the most sluggish imagination. 
The unhappy effects of the flood were 
hidden; the cities in the distance where 
misery and fear dwelt were iost in the 
mists and the rain, and only the "rising 
world of waters dark and deep” told of the 
destruction which filled with dismay the 
inhabitants of the valley. 

The flood is making history; it is de¬ 
stroying old beliefs; it is reconstructing old 
bonndaries; it is transforming the whole 
aspect of the country. High waters that 
were considered exceptional have now for 
three successive years come upon us, hear¬ 
ing with them untold evils. Men begin 
to ask whether or not, we have to anticipate 
and provide sgninst these visitations as 
annual disasters, ever increasing in inten¬ 


sity. As temporary aud exceptional, the 
flood of 1882 whs sc-rious enough, but in 
1888 tho water gained a higher mark, and 
now' In 1*84 it surpasses at various points, 
and perhaps w ill surpass at all, the record 
of every previous year. Here is the mag¬ 
nitude of the calamity and its exceeding 
hopeless lies*. 

In the face of these disasters the seutl- 
nu n!* of humanity demand prompt, active 
and judicious mrasures of relief. Charity 
must be immediate to be effective, but it must 
be cautious also. The number of sufferers 
is large undoubtedly, but the generous 
must not be imposed on. and wise discrim¬ 
ination must be exercised by those in 
charge of relief supplies and funds. In¬ 
judicious actions invito fraud and deceit, 
and encourage idleness and beggary. All 
actual sufferers must be relieved aud aided 
in every effort to help themselves; all im¬ 
postors must be punished. 

A REGISTRATION LAW. 

The bill reported by Mr. Stoll, from 
the Ways and Means Committee of the 
Legislature, and made the special order for 
the 18th, should attract the attention of 
every thinking nmu in Louisville. Its 
main features are to provide for n registra¬ 
tion of voters thirty days prior to each 
electiou, to exclude all flora voting whoso 
names are not on the registry, aud to can¬ 
cel each voter s name as soon as his vote is 
cast The registry is also required to 
show the street and tho number of ea» h 
voter's rchidence, and facilities are afforded 
to candidates aud others interested to ex¬ 
amine the lists prior to elections, and to 
strike off names improperly registered. 
Such a statute was passed by the Legisla¬ 
ture in 1870, after being argued by counsel 
before the judiciary committees of both 
houses, aud reported favorably by both, 
but was vetoed by Gov. McCreary on the 
ground that it was unconstitutional. 

Louisville still owes the small dark horse 
of Madison a grudge for that veto. The 
questions raised by the Governor in his 
veto message were made the subjeci of 
special discussion by the Lawyers’ Con¬ 
vention which met in Louisville in July 
last, and a resolution to the effect that the 
Legislature had the constitutional right to 
pass such a law was passed, with one dis¬ 
senting vote in a body of about a hundred 
members. 

It goes again to the Legislature some¬ 
what improved in its details by provisions 
token from recent statutes in other States. 
It has been examined and discussed at nu¬ 
merous meetings of lawyers and other citi¬ 
zens of this city during the past 
winter, and goes to the Legis¬ 
lature ns the result of careful 
and mature study. It has met, and will 
meet, opposition, as is the fate of all good 
measures as well <u> good men. This op¬ 
position must be met, or it will again bo 
successful. The drplorablc stale of our 
city politics must be brought to the atten¬ 
tion of the whole Legislature, ami we 
must ask a suspension of the log-rolling 
rule which leaves all local legislation to 
the locnl members. Local legislation 
sometimes liecomes of sufficient import¬ 
ance to claim the attention of the whole 
Legislature, else it had better be all re¬ 
mitted to City Councils. The elective 
franchise is the root of free government. 
To guard it against abuse is the highest 
concern of the citizeu and the legislator. 
That it is foully abused in the city of 
Louisville is known to all. 

Good men may differ as to the mode of 
• remedying it, hut none but corrupt ones 
can desire it to remain as it is. If there is 
any manly public spirit left among us let 
it assert itself now. We express no opin¬ 
ion about the details of this measure, be¬ 
yond the fact that it w drawn by compe¬ 
tent and careful bands. It is for the wis¬ 
dom of the Legislature to sec to that, but 
it is for us to inform them of our needs. 
A delegation should go to Frankfort ut 
once. This matter is of more importance 
than many charter amendments, for no 
charter will work well with the hoodlums 
and repeaters in control of the polls. 


HARMONY AND DEMOCRACY. 

The Nashville American sets out to har¬ 
monize the Democratic party, and it pro¬ 
poses as the first step in that direction to 
silence the noisy little hand of free-traders 
who elected Mr. Carlisle and support 
Mr. MouKiaox iu his effort? to throw into 
the arena an apple of discord in (he shape 
of a bill to reform the revenue. 

The object of the Ameriean is a good 
one, but Us methods arc altogether out of 
the question. Harmouy is attainable, but 
not by au attempt to silence the majority. 
The American begins its work of recon¬ 
ciliation in tliis way: 

“The election of a distinguished Kentucky 
Democrat, who happened Id differ with his porti¬ 
on the question, was seized upon by the 
Coratem-JovnxAi^ and it was Ulojric*llv «»- 
Mimed that this bad fixed tho status of the j*arty. 

In fact, the ConuER-JocieuL. in a frenzy of 
political madness, at once submitted the Demo¬ 
cratic member* of the lower House of Congress 
who voted for Carlim.*, for a National Demo¬ 
cratic Conrention, and boldly ran up the flag of 
a tariff for revenue only, which the Demoeraey 
of its own State and of Ohio had only a few 
months before com pel led it to take down." 

The absurdity of this entire paragraph is 
exceedingly striking. The writer is an un¬ 
discovered humorist. Mr. Carlisle, wc 
are told, is a "distinguished Kentucky 
Democrat who happened to differ with 
his pai\v*” It is a pity the average news¬ 
paper writer can not indulge iu humor 
without falling into prevarications. Mr. 
Carlisle happened to differ with the 
Nashville American and Mr. Haxdalu 
This difference was not due to inadverten¬ 
cy; it was wide aud irreconcilable, and no 
ouc misunderstood the issue presented. 

In Congress, when the vote w as taken, it 
was discovered that loti Democrats agreed 
with Mr. Carlisle nud Mr. Cox and only 
52 with Mr. Randall and the Auicrimn, 
The assumption that Mr. Carlisle's abil¬ 
ities were so much greater and his per¬ 
sonal character was so much higher than 
Mr. Randall as to induce ao many to 
vote for him, though not representing their 
principles, is untenable and very unfair to 
Mr. Randall. 

% It seeuia scarcely worth while at this 
late day to explain to the ignorant and un¬ 
enlightened editors all over the land that 
the Kentucky platform does not repudiate, 
that it emphatically approves, the policy 
of revenue reform even to the extent of 
demanding a tariff for revenue only. As 
to the Ohio pint form, it has two meanings. 
We interpret tiie Keutucky platform as 
interpreted in the speech made by our Sena¬ 
tor, Mr. Blackburn, and it is altogether 
satisfactory. Interpreting the Ohio plat¬ 
form according to the speech of Mr , 
I’ Avne, Stualor-ekcl from Ohio, no one I 


who believes in the vital principles of the 
party would suggest it to a National Con¬ 
vention w hich was in the least representa¬ 
tive. And yet the American, in the inter¬ 
est of harmony, says: 

“Itefl*?ctioi»s upon these various protractions 
have practically united the Democracy, and with 
a unanimity seldom equaled, the party will, 
when It meet* In convention, adopt the Ohio 
platform and place on It the man who ha* the 
best chance to carry the State* where the battle 
UtobefouirbL This U a plain, conuiion *eu*e 
vh-w of 1L and cau not b* cast aside." 

T he American U not a faithful reporter, 
nor is it a consistent humorist. It would 
puzzle the editor to tell how he determined 
the fact that the entire party with unanim¬ 
ity seldom equaled had accepted the < Gilo 
pisiform. Nothing in the press of tli9 
party, nothing in the actious of Congress, 
nothing in Mr. Morrison's bill indicates 
any unanimity of the character spoken of. 
The sentence al»out ns faithfully descrilies 
the situation ns the one above quoted in 
which it is suid Mr. Cablisr Iinp|K»ucd to 
differ with his party. 

Harmony is not impossible. The olivo 
branch is offered to the malcontents in the 
Morrison bill. It is that or uolhing. 
That bill or a bill essentially the »mue 
is to be the platform of the 
party In the next Presidential 
contest. It will be accepted by the Demo¬ 
crats of tiie House. Without a douht it 
will pass the House. It is a practical, it is 
not a radical measure of relief. It is not 
certain, by any means, a Republican Sen¬ 
ate would reject it and thus allow' the issue 
to be made up. If it should do so, the 
Democratic party would have every reason 
to be satisfied. If it is passed and signed 
by the President, the people will see that 
the professions of the Democrats are sin¬ 
cere, that they mean to carry them out. 
that their leaders are practical and 
courageous statesmen, who when they 
pretend to reduce taxation do it. 

That is the situation. It Is exceedingly 
simple aud satisfactory. Harmony is |>os* 
Bible, but only on these terms. 

Will not the American tell us what it 
thinks of the Morrison Bill, and explain 
to us how It harmonizes with its interpre¬ 
tation of the Ohio plutform? 


POINTS OF THE CONSTITUTION. 

We ask the attention of the public to a 
cursory examination of certain parts of the 
State constitution. 

The following oath is prescribed to be 
taken by the "members of the General As¬ 
sembly and all officers ’ and by nil mem¬ 
bers of the bar before they enter upon the 
practice of their profession: 

"Ido solemnly swear (or affirm, as the ease 
may be) that / trill nurport the Const, tut ion of 
the Vnited Slates ami the ronntdntion uf this 
State , and be true and faithful to the Common¬ 
wealth of Kentucky «o ton? a* I continue a citi¬ 
zen thereof, and that 1 will faithfully execute 

and to tho brat of ray ability the office of - 

according to law; and I do further solemnly 
swear tor affirm^ that since the adoption of the 
present constitution, I. being a citizeu of this 
State, have n>»t fought a duel with deadly 
weapon* within this State nor out of it with a 
citizen of this State, nor have I w-nt or accepted 
a challenge to flgbt a duel with deadly weapons 
with a citizen of this State, nor have i acted a« 
a second in carrying a challenge, or aided or 
assisted any person ao offending: so help me 
God." 

We repeat this oath in full, because it is 
well worth reading. It is a curiosity in 
literary construction a9 it is in legislation. 
Tt is not possible for men nor angel* to 
support the constitution of Keutucky aud 
the constitution of the United States, us 
the two are in irreconcilable conflict. 
Every one who takes that oath does it with 
a mental reservation or hy the aid of a 
a convenient casuistry, which treats the 
incongruous provisions of the constitution 
as a dead letter. He swears to obey the 
constitution, but mentally excepts certain 
provisions, including the entire instrument 
in the verbal terms of the oath, but abol¬ 
ishing a number of articles from the men- 
tnl construction of the official sacrament. 
Is it positively necessary that the State offi¬ 
cials should be sworn to do what is impos- 
Bible? Is it. indeed, expedient to swear 
them at all when the oath of office includes 
terms which arc incompatible? 

Again, this oath would exclude at once 
and forever from any public office any per¬ 
son who has participated in a duel. So fur 
so good. But section twenty-one of this 
article declores that the Governor may par¬ 
don such offenders five years after the fact, 
and restore them to nil civil and political 
rights, the oath in such cases being varied 
to suit the case. 

Section 27. article 2 imposes a perma¬ 
nent disqualification upon a large number 
of our beat citizens and best educated men 
by prohibiting the admission into the* Gen¬ 
eral Assembly of "clergymen, priests or 
teachers of nny religious persuasion, society 
or sect.” This is probably the ghost of a 
oucc vital contest involving au essential 
principle—the Virginia fight between the 
civil authorities and the established English 
Church. It Is, however, but a dry shell 
from the back of an escaped chrysalis, as 
there is no trace or possibility of such an 
issue again arising, aud It is certainly fool¬ 
ish to proscribe politically one of the best 
classes of men in American society. 

Section 83, article IL, prohibits the 
General Assembly from contracting uuv 
debt in excess of $500,000 to meet casual 
deficits, but section 88 says that no debt 
shall Ijc contracted Except for the purpose 
mentioned iu Section 85, unleiu ptvrision 
be made to jxiy the interest and discharge the 
principle in thirty years. The plain import 
ot section 88 is to exempt all classes ot 
debts which the Assembly may create 
from the limitation of $500,000, except 
debts contracted to mert "cvsuul defi¬ 
cits,” If an net of the Assembly creates a 
debt of any amount or for nny purpose ex¬ 
cept that, it ia » lawful debt, provided there 
lie provided a proper interest and sinking 
fund. We twsert that, contrary to its 
probable intent, but strictly in conformity 
to its verbal expression, the present con¬ 
stitution authorizes the Legislature to 
create any amount of State debt uud for 
any-purpose. 

Section 2, article 8, provides for decid¬ 
ing who shall be Governor in a certain 
contingency by » game of chance—wheth¬ 
er by throwing dice, drawing straws or 
playiug a game of seven up, we are not 
instructed. 

Section 10, article 8, in relation to par¬ 
dons, establishes a rule prohibiting tiie 
remission of lawyers, fees in certain cases, 
which has been known practically to or¬ 
ganize a copartnership between certain 
officials and the gamblers, and has shame¬ 
fully scandalized the civil administration. 

Voting hy ballot can not be lawfully 
practiced in Kentucky while the present 
constitution obtains. 

The registration of voters can not be es¬ 
tablished under the present constitution, 
though it is the most efficient check upon 
Hand uml the sui< »i safeguard upon tho 
suffrage that political ingenuity has ever 


devised. It ta peculiarly nufortunate that 
we of Kentucky are denied this invaluable 
protection, for, like all mixed coininuui- 
tie* where negro suffrage is permitted, we 
are peculiarly in need of Its invaluable 
protection against false voting, rej^ut 
lug, etc. 

The constitution declares that any or all 
of the Judges of the highest court of the 
State may lie removed by the Governor 
"for any reasonable cause,” "on tiie address 
of two-thirds of each house of the General 
Assembly.” The only limitation upon this 
power of address and removal is tbut the 
causes therefor shall be duly recorded. 
This extraordinary power given two 
branches of the civil administration to 
coerce and control the other is without any 
qualifying or restraining limits is without 
any specifications of offenses winch may 
be thus punished, is w ithout any directions 
In respect to the methods of impeachment, 
and w it bout any modes of procedure. Thu 
Judges of the court of last resort are thus 
placed at Hie mercy of political caprice and 
pariiznn tyranny. It has not been our 
misfortune that the liccusc thus created 
has ever been exercised, but wbnt wc re¬ 
quire in the future ia that the highest court 
of tho ('ommonwealt)i should lie relieved 
of the menace conveyed in this provision. 

Section 18 of tlds article gives the Leg¬ 
islature the power practically to abolish 
the right of appeal. 

Section 8, Article VIII., disqualifies for 
office nny person convicted of bribing or 
treating to procure his election—a most 
excellent provision, so fur a*, it goes, but 
utterly nugatory through the failure to 
enforce or support it by appropriate tests. 

Sectiou 8 of this article blindly follows 
the first and second com* the 

State by continuing in lore m Kentucky 
I lie w hole muss of the laws of another 
Stale (Virgluia), in force in 1702, under 
the only proviso that such laws are not in¬ 
consistent with our own. 

Section U makes the compact with Vir¬ 
ginia a port of our constitution, with no 
power to alter the same except in the man¬ 
ner prescribed in that compact. This in¬ 
corporates a mere mass of surplusage in 
the constitution, as tho Virginia compact 
provided merely lor the original organiza¬ 
tion of the Kentucky government. 

Article XII. prescribes the methods of 
revising the constitution. These methods 
would occupy under existing laws seven 
years before a convention could lx* held* 
and if at any stage there should be a mis¬ 
carriage, the whole process would have to 
begin anew. Moreover, it Is rendered im¬ 
possible that in any election u constitu¬ 
tional majority of voters in favor of call¬ 
ing a convention cau ever be secured. 

Section 4. Article XilL, aptly super¬ 
sedes the irrevocable fiat against reform 
contained iu Article XIL by ordaining 
that the people have "at all times inalien¬ 
able and indefeasible right to alter, reform 
or abolish their government in such uiau- 
uer as the}’ may think proper/’ 

Section 14, Article XIII., makes it un¬ 
lawful to condem private property for 
public uses. In no case can private prop¬ 
erty be taken for public uses, in building 
railroads, bridges or for other purposes, 
without the consent of the owner or his 
representatives, 

Section H, Article II.. limiLs the voters of 
the 8tnte to "free, white nude citizens of 
twenty-one years.” 

SectionM, Article X., ordains that "the 
General Assembly shall have no power to 
pass laws for the emancipation of slaves, 
without the consent of their owners, or 
without paying their owuers a full equiv¬ 
alent In money for their slaves so eman¬ 
cipated, and providing for their reproval 
from the Slate.” 

Section 2, Article X.. orders that "the 
General Assembly shall pass law* pro¬ 
viding that any free negro or mulatto here¬ 
after immigrating to. and nny slave here¬ 
after emancipated in, and refusing to 
leave this State * * * # • shall be 
deemed guilty of felony and punished by 
confinement in the penitentiary thereof.” 
^ Section 8. Article X11L. declares that 
"the right of property is before and higher 
than any constitutional sanction; and the 
right of the owner of a slave to such 
slave and its increase is the same and us 
inviolable na the right of the owner of any 
property whatever.” 

The present constitution of the State 
was adopted iu 1850. nud neither the con¬ 
stitution of 1780 or tbut of 1782 contained 
In the general bill of rights, or summary of 
rights reserved from legislative meddling, 
any section or clause of equivalent import 
to the section last quoted. The oilier sec¬ 
tions cited occur in virtually the same 
form in each constitution. 

The reason why this peculiarly solemn 
declaration of the j-anctity of slave prop¬ 
erty wus made In the constitution of 1830 
atone was that the slavery agitation began 
after the first and second constitutions 
were adopted aud In 1800 had assumed n 
formidable character. 

It will be observed that this section is a s 
deficient in sound logic as it is redundant 
with rhetorical energy and emphasis. It 
is, of course, undeniable tbut ail property 
rights fire derived from law, niul the law 
L coustuutly modifying such rights—here 
amplifying them, there restricting them, 
now adding something n-w and uc.iin re¬ 
moving something previously established 
in the category of such rights. Any such 
changes increase or detract from property 
values, or create or destroy projierly 
values. In the very next sectiou tho con¬ 
stitution declares that "all power Is In¬ 
herent in Ihe people." This is directly 
inconsistent with Section 3 of this 
article, because if "all power” Inheres in 
the people, aud a constitution is the highest 
expression of the will of the people, the 
"right of the owner of a slave to such a 
slave” is not "before and higher than nny 
constitutional sanction.” 

Also, if such a right is "higher than any 
constitutional sanction,” it would be 
higher than the authority of the ConMitu- 
lion of the United States, Hence, we of 
Kentucky are occupying the very mortify¬ 
ing attitude of asserting through our or 
gnuic law, not only that slavery is in exist¬ 
ence, but that oven the amendments of the 
Federal Constitution adopted since the 
Confederate war are powerless to abolish 
slavery iu this State. 

Such are a part of the incongruities aud 
solecisms with which the constitution 
abounds. The examples, if necessary', 
might be amplified several fold, and the 
description and illustration of its defects 
and faults might be extended indefinitely. 
These, however. 6hould have been ren¬ 
dered plniu enough to the reader by tiie 
discursive illustrations in this article. 
Hero is certainly ample food for thought 
aud discussion. It is abundantly manifest 
that the basic or fuudameutal law of the 
biateis most imperfect, in parts creating 


dangerous liceusc. in other parts imposing 
absurd disabilities upou popular liberty, 
and in many* other parts lu direct conflict 
with the highest law of the land. Such is 
the case which we submit to the judgment 
of the people of Kentucky. 

It is said that the Judiciary Com¬ 
mittees ol both Houses of Congress have 
agreed to report the Lowell Bill on Bank 
ruptcy, with the late Amendments adopted 
by the lute Convention at Washington. 
This bill is modeled upon the English sys¬ 
tem of bankruptcy law*, which bus been 
very unsatisfactory in practice, and which 
has been recently replaced bv a new bank¬ 
ruptcy code, SHU in the experimental stage. 
The faults of all previous systems in that 
country as in this, are the official dishon¬ 
esty engendered, the swallowing up of ex¬ 
cessively large proportions of bankrupt 
estates in fees and perquisites and the en¬ 
couragement of fraudulent insolvency. 
There U not much confidence among the 
public in the pruspect of these evils beiug 
successfully eliminated from nny new eys- 
tein. The appended sections, bow*cver, 
arc exceedingly searching and vigorous, 
covering such a multitude aud variety of 
common frauds that they will tend to pre¬ 
dispose many business men in favor of a 
new triul of bankruptcy law. These sec¬ 
tions read as follows- 

“If a bankrupt, within six month* of bankrupt¬ 
cy. shall be guilty of secreting, concealing, re¬ 
taining or removing any property, book, deed, 
etc., or the alteration or mutilation of hi* books 
of account, etc.: placing any fal«e debt, on hU 
schedule; fading to disclose the proving of a false 
or fictitious debt against his estate; making nny 
paymt-m. promise, etc., to any creditor to Influ¬ 
ence the proceeding-.; attempting to account for 
any property by fictitious lo»*« or expem*?*; ob¬ 
taining good*, etc., on credit with intent not to 
pay for the same; or with tho mean* thus ac¬ 
quired to prefer a creditor or commit any fraud 
on the Act, or to increase hi* assets in bankrupt¬ 
cy: pledging, pawning, or otherwise dispt»*ing of 
nny good* or chattel* in any way other than in 
the due course ot his trade, w bich goods were ob¬ 
tained on credit, and remain unpaid for—he 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction shall be punisited by Imprison¬ 
ment. with or without hard labor, for a period 
not exceeding three years. If any creditors per¬ 
mit fraitds upon their fellow creditors, by prov¬ 
ing any false or fictitious, or suleitan- 
tlaJly exaggerated claim, either in bank¬ 
ruptcy or composition proceedings, or if 
any person knowingly use or offer tiie same, or if 
any creditor shall accept a bribe or the promise 
of any. as a consideration tor any act or forbear¬ 
ance to act in the choice of a trustee, the accep¬ 
tance of a compojdiion or the discharge of a 
bankrupt, he shall lie deemed guilty of a ml*de- 
meanor. and on conviction shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding two thousand dollar* or by 
Imprisonment not exceeding two years, or by 
both. The taking of any false oath is defined to 
be perjury. If any trustee shall be found guilty 
of embezzlement or breach of hia trust, be shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convio 
tion. he shall be fined not more than five thou¬ 
sand dollars, or Imprisonment not more than two 
years, or both. It is made the duty of any Com¬ 
missioner. Supervisor or Trustee acquiring 
knowledge of the commission of n crime under 
the Act. to forthwith report the facts to the Dis¬ 
tinct Judge, who, if satisfied that probable cause 
exist* to believe that a crime under the Act has 
lwen committed, shall bind over the accused per¬ 
son to appear ami answer Ihe charge."

This 
tariff, on the coutrarv. iujurcs the farmers, 
because most of the wheat, stock, etc., 
imported into this country is imported for 
seed and breeding purposes by the farm¬ 
ers themselves, and consequently is en¬ 
hanced in price by the tariff. No intelli 
gent protectionUt dares build an argument 
on this tariff.

GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS. 


1 Srftint to the Courier-Journal.] 
Washington, Feb. 12.—There was a Ufc- 
Je tilting in the Senate to day on the ques¬ 
tion of political assessments. Mr. Voorhees 
introduced a bill to prohibit Gov^nment 
employes contributing money for political 
purposes. He supported the measure with 
an interesting speech, denunciatory of as 
sewmenta for campaign purposes. He sal J 
it was notorious that, notwithstanding tbe 
Civil service Act, the pernicious system was 
still in vogue. Within tbe past three weeks 
be had soen political agents in (he corridors 
of the Capitol, trying to get a percentage of 
the earnings of employes. This bill 
made contributing for political pur¬ 
poses by Government clerks a penal 
offonse. That, ho contended, was 
the only cure for the evil. It armed the 
clerk with an eftectivo weapon to prevent 
the salary required to support his wife aud 
children from being confiscated in part by 
tnachino bosses. 

All the evils which threaten the purity and 
stability of our institutions, in his opinion, 
he said, sank into utter insignificance wbeu 
compared with the corrupt use of monov in 
elections, and ho sighed forthe return of the 
good old time?* when men making such usa 
of it were looked upon ns little better t ban 
horse-thieves. Ho moved to rofer ttio bill to 
the Judiciary Committee. 

Mr. Hawley did not think that would be a 
proper reference. The bill should go to the 
Committee on Civil Service. He declared 
that recent legislation had protected em¬ 
ployes from the demands of politician or 
boss ,and a measure llko this was extraordi¬ 
nary and unjustifiable and they ought to bo 
ashamed to put such a law- on tbe statute 
tx>ok. A mnu had a perfect right to rnako 
voluntary contributions for political pur- 
poses. Home persons thought politics dis¬ 
repute bie. To his mind, however, uext to 
the worship of God, politics was the mo*t 
honorable work in which a men could en¬ 
gage. 

An audible titter ran through tbe chamber 
whim this remark was uttered. 

Mr. Beck remarkod thnt this was exactly 
tbe name biil that was introduced three years 
ago. when the same argument about the pro¬ 
tection eujoyed by the clerks was used. 
While Senators and members were not per¬ 
sonally active in soliciting political contribu¬ 
tion*., yet they sent their clerks after tho 
employes to prod them into giving “volun¬ 
tary" contributions. Ho knew of Govern¬ 
ment oflicials w ho retained 10 and 20 per 
cent, of the earnings of employe* for polit¬ 
ical purposes. 

“1 wiah tbe Senator would give us wmo 
specific information on that poiut," said Mr. 
Iiow..* 3 ! 

“I do not care about giving name* now," 
whs Mr. Heck s reply. 

“Hoes the Senator know." asked Dawes, 
"that any otllcial of this Government has 
retained a cent, of an employe's salary for 
political purjKjsesf" 

“Ye*, answered Mr. Beck, with a vigor 
which raised a hearty lauph, "I do kuow it 
and tho members cf the Finance Committee 
know it too." 

“Th#n the Senator ought to havo laid the 
fact before the public," anid Dawes son ten- 
tioualy. 

“The fact wid be Lai i before the committee 
on this bill," replied heck warmly. 

“1 onljr wanted to kuow the fact," re¬ 
turned Mr. Dawes, In a more conc’oiitory 
tone. "I atn not disputing it. If tbe Sen¬ 
ator has specific information that any official 
of ibis Government has retained a percentage 
of any employe’s salary for political pur- 
poses,' l hope be will see that tuat individual 
li arraigned before tbe proper tribunal and 
impeached for high crime and misdemeanor 
under existing law." 

.Mr. Vance said the fact hnd already b**en 
established by testimony before a Senate 
Committee. 

"Under existing law?" asked Dawes. 

"No, sir," rejoined Vance, "not since the 
Civil-servico Act was passed. In one of the 
collection districts of North Carolina money 
was frequently retained for political pur¬ 
poses." 

Mr. Voorhee* commented rather severely 
on Hawley’* wish that the bill should go to 
the Civil Service Committee, of which ho 
was Chairman. 

"I don’t care whether the bill goes to my 
committee or not," said Ilawlcy. 

"But t do," snapped Voorhee*, and he 
went on at some length to describe the evils 
which followed the use of campaign funds iu 
the Western States. 

By this time Ben Harrison was warmed 
up. He jumpod to bis feet aud made a vig¬ 
orous attack on Voorbees, on the score of 
inconsistency. "1 should ^k<\" he said, 
giving his desk a routing thump every 
now and then by way of empha¬ 
sis; "I should ' like to call tho 
attention of my colleague to some things 
which did not arouse his indignation when 
tbe offices boro wore filled with Democrat!*; 
when the several heads of bureaus became 
thonisvlvea the instruments for collecting as¬ 
sessment a, aud l have rend the history of 
those times in vain to find that my colleague, 
who was then somewhat prominent iu poli¬ 
tics, ever lifted his voic* tm the stump or iu 
the balls of Congress in deprecation of 
those practices." 

Mr. Harrison was cut off by Die arrival of 
2 o’clock- There rent* a disposition to let the 
matter go over until to-morrow, but 31 r. 
Voorbeea pressed for a reference, and tho 
biU wo* sent to the Judiciary Committee.

MR. POTTSR TO 8UB8T1TUTT A NEW FUNDING 

BILL FOR THX ONE ALREADY PROPO»ED Br 

HIM. 

Washington, Feb. 12.—At a meeting of 
tho Huu*e Commiuee on Bunking and Cur¬ 
rency this morning Mr. Rotter gave notice 
that he proposed to withdraw his 2 per cent, 
bill and substitute a new funding bill, 
which would probably go to 
the Committee on Ways aud Means. 
His new bill, which bo introduced 
to-day, authorizes tho Secretary of the Treas¬ 
ury to convert tho present 3 per cent., 4 per 
cent, aud 4', per cent, bonds into new 2j* 
per cout. bonds, each new bond to be pay a 
ble at the same Hole and on the same condi¬ 
tions a* tho bond for which it is sub¬ 
stituted. in making the exchange of 
tho new bond for 4's and 4. l X’e, 
the# Secretary is authorized to pny 
such sum in each case as is equal to the 
amount saved in tho interest to the country. 
Tho bill reduces the tax on tho circulation of 
National Banks one-half and further author¬ 
izes the Secretary to purchase any class of 
bonds payable in the future, instead of call¬ 
ing for the bonds now payable, when by so 
doing he can make it for tho advantage of 
the Govoruuiunt.

TH* HOCSk COMMITTER ON COMMEIICX CON¬ 
SIDERS TH* question or INTER-STATK 
COMMERCE. 

• Washington, Feb. 12.—Tho House Com¬ 
mittee on Commerce voted on several propo¬ 
sition* designed to test tbe sons# of the 
members upon the geueral question 
respecting the advisability of pro¬ 
viding by Congressional legislation for the 
regulation of inter-Stato commerce. It was 
decided, 14 to 1, that there ought* to be 
remedial legislation of some kind, Mr. 
O’Neill (Peun.) casting the negative vote. 
Upon the proposition to deal with the mat¬ 
ter bv commission, there were 0 affirmative 
and 6 negative votes, as follows: Yea*— 
Messrs. Seymour. Woodward, Barksdale, 
Davis (111.), O’Neill (Penn.), Wadsworth, 
Long. Stewart and Peters. Nays— Messrs. 
Rynu, Clardy. Turner (Ky.), Glasscock, 
Dunn and Boyle. Upon the proposition to 
extend such legislation to tbe waterways, 
the vote was: Yeas—2 (Messrs. Boyle and 
O’Neill.) Nays—13.

Washington, Feb. 12.—A now element 
of opposition to the ratification of the Mexi¬ 
can treaty bos arisen. It coin os from tbe oil 
producers of the country. Mexico has put a 
tariff of 30 cents a gallon on petroleum. This 
tariff is so near prohibition that it is claimed 
that last year less than two-thirds of one 
day’s production of petroleum in this coun¬ 
try was exported to Mexico. The now 
treaty, while admitting many other produc¬ 
tions of this country free of duty, say* noth¬ 
ing w hatever of jwrtroleuui. The oil men 
appear to have just* discovered this fact, and 
they now propose either to have tbe treaty 
modified so that the duty on oil shall be re¬ 
moved or decreased, or they intend to oppose 
its ratification. 

Hon. J. E. McDonald, Auditor of State 
Rice aud Attorney General liord, all good 
Democrats from Indiana, are in tbe city. 

Z. Col. James Keigwin, of JeffeisonviUe, is 
strongly urged here as a most competent 
roan to act with Gen. Saxton in tbe distribu¬ 
tion of the Government appropriation for 
Indiana to flood sufferers.

Seven Men Loose Thrir Live* by an Ex. 
plosion of Foul Air. 
f.vomaf fo the Courier-Journal.] 

East View, Kt., Feb. 12.—A mine about 
seven miles from this place, on Meeting 
creek, exploded y^terdny evening, instantly 
killing seven miner*. Tbe cause of the acci¬ 
dent was believed to have been a disobedi¬ 
ence of order* by one of tbe miners in ven¬ 
turing into tbe mine with a light. 6ucb was 
tbe force of the explosion that no work could 
be done In searebiug for tho dead bodies 
within twolve hours after it occurred. 

At noon to-day five bodies bad been found, 
leaving only two in the mine. It appear* 
that the mine has for a short time been con¬ 
sidered dangerous by thoso acquainted with 
it. 

The Superintendent, Mr. A. Karoo Bradey, 
who was in Central City, Kv., when the ac¬ 
cident took place, said: “It is a fire-damp 
mine, and seems to constantly generate the 
most deadly gas. They seem to generate in 
tho coal or under it, and pour out of 
the scams in the wail* of the tunnel* and 
•hafts. Yot the mine is cue of the most 
perfectly ventilated in tbe world. The air 
is forced in along a shaft by machinery, an d 
no less than 50,000 cubic feet of air is forced 
into tbe mine every minute. This K quite 
sufficient to fully supply tho wants of the 
miners and keep the air perfectly pure un¬ 
less some accident happens to cut off or in¬ 
terfere with tbe supply. The names of the 
dead were not learned fully. One thousand 
people hnd gathered around tbo tuiue at 
half-past 0 o'clock this morning.

—Tho Committee 
on Ways and Means, in addition to other 
arguments to day, received from th© Com¬ 
missioner of Internal Revenue, Evans, a 
strong letter in favor of Willi*' bill to ex* 
tend the bonded period. A telegram bnsyd 
upon Commissioner Evans* letter was re¬ 
ceived by tbo Senate Finance Committee 
from Secretary Foiger, mdordug whnt 
Evans had said. .TuL is interpreted to 
mean that Folger Is in favor of an extension 
of the bonded period. 

The following is Commissioner Evans* 
letter: 

Tajustrav PcrAttTMzyT. Omrz or Internal 
Rkvemuk, Wasmixoton, Feb. Hon. Chat. J. 
Folgrr. Secretary of the Treasury—Sir: 1 have 
received from you a letter addressed to you by 
Hon. Justin £L Morrill. Chairman of the Senate 
Finance Committee, bearing the date of the 5th 
Inst., transmitting Senate bill No. 1,008 to ex¬ 
tend the timo for th# payment of the tax on dis¬ 
tilled spirits now in warehouses. 

In bis letter the honorable Senator says: “Die 
commiuee are desirous that you give a careful 
examination to th© bill and submit your views in 
regard to th© proposed legislation in all its bear¬ 
ings,” and you a*ic for uiy view* upon th© legis¬ 
lation proposed by that measure and 
other bills having a similar object. I 
have bestowed upon th© subject much 
thought and now submit a statement of 
my conclusions, and of the facts upon which 
these conclusion* hare been reached. By virtue 
of existing laws, the United States is entitled to 
received 80 cents per gallon upon all distilled 
spirits manufactured in the country, with 
certain not rery Important exception* 

1 think anr measure should be opjiosed 
which would drprtve the Government of 
any port urn of the mousy to which it la entitled 
by reason of this taxation. Distilled iu ad it* 
forms, it is a product upon which taxation can 
certainly b© wisely imposed, and acting upon 
that view. Congress bus imposed taxes upon 
distilled spirits for many years, and there has 
been collected from that article alone, to support 
the Government anil to ojd the payment of its 
war debt th© enormous sum of $ 1,017,233.042.- 
45 since 18GV, Whatever the moralist may think 
of whisky, the fact remain* that llio industry 
which produces it and the objects for which it is 
used have paid to the United Btates the immense 
sura above mentioned within th© last twenty-one 
years, certainly a peiiod when tlio Government 
was in nood of tbe money. 

The result has been accomplished by th© impo¬ 
sition of a tax many times greater than the cost 
of production, and the maker* of the article have 
rarely complained. Until the passage of tbe act 
of July 20. lbt>8, the splrita were only taken out 
of bond as they weut into consumption, and the 
manufacturer, if sale* were not prompt¬ 
ly made, had only expended the cost of 
making the article, say an average *t»m of 
20 cents per gallon; but since the act above 
mentioned, a fixed period has been provided 
within which the spirits must be taken out of 
bond by tho payment of the tax. whether going 
Into consumption or not. The approximate 
quantity of spirit* consumed is not very difficult 
of ascertainment, and the annual increase of 
consumption is quite regular and uniform; but 
while this is so, the manufacturers of whisky, 
like persons engaged in other enterprise*, will 
once ia a while become excited, and speculation 
and orer-production is the result. This was not, 
however, disastrous to them before the act above 
alluded to. but sluce legislation has made the 
tax payable at all event* within three years, a 
season of over-production Is likely to become 
disastrous to the too sanguine uiuuulecturer. 

Such a condition of affairs is now upon the 
makers of distilled spirits. Unhealthy stimula¬ 
tion and speculative excitement In 1880, 18bl 
and 1883, eepeciallr in tbe mo loat-named years, 
led to a largo over-productlou and the subse¬ 
quent stagnation of trade, particularly now, 
when the tax is coming due, aud threatens dis¬ 
aster to an extensive industry, to which the Gov¬ 
ernment look* largely for its revenues. 

The production iu 1878 wo* about normal, 
reaching only 71,882.621 gallons. The over¬ 
production began to some extent in 1880. when 
80.355,270 gallons were produced. In 1881 It 
increased to 117,728.150 gallons. In 188‘<! the 
production was 105,853.161 gallons, while in 
1883 only 74,013,308 gallons w»*r© made, and in 
tho first six months of this fiscal year only 32,- 
620.280 gallon* have been manufactured. 

It ia evident that tho Government can gain 
nothing from a revenue standp int by doing any¬ 
thing to further reduce tne production of dis¬ 
tilled spirit* or by refusing to do that which may 
preserve the induatiy from disaster. The finan¬ 
cial interests of the Government would seem to 
be rather iu the giving of relief and certainry if 
itf can do so without tbe Iocs of any money. 
Whether the proposed legisdatlon is enacted into 
a law or not. thcro will always be a 
certain proportion of the quantity 
of spirits produced taken out of bond* 
by tbe payment of the tax due, namely: such 
quantity as may bo needed for consumption. Aa 
I understand th© subject, it it the large surplus 
or actual over-production of tho year* 18M) 
1881 and 1882 which is giving all the trouble, 
by requiring the outlay of so much capital, 
which will have to He idl© until the whisky can be 
disposed of, which in the present condition of 
the trade is impossible. 

AU varieties of spirits, it is true, enter Into 
bonded wnrvhouhe, but much th© greater portion 
are taken out at occe because needed for use. 
There is a class of spirits, however, which in or¬ 
der to become available for use at all, must re¬ 
main in th© warehouse for a period of at least 
three years. The animal consumption of this 
class of spirits is estimated to b© now not over 
18.000.000 of gallons, but there were produced 
of this class in 1870, 12,588.129 gallons; in 1880. 
21,730,130 gallon*; in 1S8L 43.664.224 gallons; 
In 1882. 38,800.444 gallons, and in 1883. 13,. 
446,899 gallon*, making a surplus in the 
production in 1880 of about 3.500,000 gallons, |in 
1881 about 25,500.000 gallons, in 1882 about 20.- 
800.000 gallons, and making at this date a sur¬ 
plus of about 46,000.000 gallons altogether. 
This is the incubus upon the w hole industry. The 
tax upon it has to be paid to the Govcynment, 
and the distillers and thoso behind them con not 
get relief except at tho hands of the Government 
* In the pear 1863 there were taken out of bond, 
by the voluntary payment of the tax, 18,642,879 
gallons of this cla&s of spirit*, but we had to en¬ 
force by the. regular prove** of assessment th© 
payment of lit© tax on 4,353.900. which showed 
tuat the manufacturers hud to raise $3,018,329 
as the additional <ro*t of the goods without being 
able to find a purchaser for ihern. Of course 
that quantity of spirits Is now free and would 
naturally be sold hefnm • any more were 
taken out of bond if the manufac¬ 
turer or owner bad any option, and at all 
events it will have to be added to the amount, 
which, under existing laws, will b© mad# free 
during the present year, aud the surplus for this 
year will be increased by th© number of galtons. 
This result has heoti even more marked since tin- 
beginning of 111 © fiscal year, and there will be ou 
tit© January lint, to say nothing of the preceding 
%ix months, assessments amounting to over 
$1,000,900, which repro.vents tb© unsold whisky 
on which th# muuufacturur must raise money 
Pi pay the lax within that month. It will 
be no hanlship, of course, to tho manufacturer to 
pay the tax when he can aril bis product. It tv 
lha payment of tlio tax and then bring com¬ 
pelled to hold his goods, making tho cost of the 
article ten cents per gallon, which threatens hint 
with ruin. That banks and other* have loaned 
money on whisky is true, but it wa* merely a 
pan to tho manufacturer or wholesale liquor 
dealer, who at la*t will be th© *urierer, and in 
this way th© Industry will be crippled and th© 
revenue* of th© Government will thereby be 
diminished. 

The security for tho r» r ment of the tax con¬ 
sist*. first, in th© distiller'* bond with proper 
prmona! security ; second, iu a lien upon the 
spirits themselves, and they' will t>ecome more 
valuable by reason r*f th© increased age they will 
acquire dining the period of #Atensk»n; and 
linn!, by a lien upon the distillery and premises.

Thus it will be “-m that the Government is 
perfectly secure, and will get interest at a rat© as 
high as It pays on the national obligations and 
will suffer no loss by reason of leakage or evapo¬ 
ration. The question theu is the plain business one 
namely, whether the creditor shall, on th© terma 
just mentioned, whereby he Is perfectly secure, 
extend time to the debtor, who is In distress. It 
*»*em« to me that unless the creditor needs tbe 
mon*y. it would b© harsh not to do so. and es¬ 
pecially If br refusing a good customer may be 
ruined, aud the Government may in the end lose 
money by tbe failure to produce tbe articlo which 
pays the tax. If trade should become prosper¬ 
ous th© extension will not bo asked for, although 
permitted by the provisions of the bill; and if it 
shall not become prosperous the debtor will be In 
vgry great distress unless this measure or some¬ 
thing like It I* adopted. If tbe subject were any 
other than wbiaky there would prnboMy 
be hut very little difficulty. Viewing 
it in th© abstract ns T have 
conceived It roy duty to do. It seems that the 
name or quality of fhe article should not make 
any difference In determining a plain busint*> 
proposition, such as I auppo&e ibis to tie. It was 
long !0rje© made a business matter by the Govern- 
lurnt in it* mode of dealing with It. 

1 have looked at the subject In its revenue as¬ 
pects only, without reference to any theory of 
in -rallty w hich may be supposed to be included 
4u It, and with which, indeed, in rny present posi¬ 
tion, 1 could properly have nothing whatever to 
do. and 1 unbe»itaiingly say that I can see no ob¬ 
jection to the proposed legislation, so long as 
provision* is made for tbe perfect security of 
the Government for the ultimate pay¬ 
ment of the whole amount duo, together 
with interest at the rate of at least 4Vv per cent, 
during th© time of extension, and so long as it 
provided that there shall lie no allowance for loss 
by leakage or evaporation during tbe extended 
period.

I am in favor of abolishing the National taxes 
which restrict tb© manufacture of barley, hop*, 
rice,corn and tohacco. and which In connection 
with the movement to repeal the custom duties on 
foreign sugars, are hovtJi© to the farmers and 
planters of the country. I am. therefore, pr«^ 
pared to unite with all those who, for any rea¬ 
son, will labor to promote the repeal of these of¬ 
fensive taxes and the maintenance of tho pro¬ 
tective duties on suR-ar.

OTHER FOREIGN NEWS. 


IXMtDOK, Feb. 12.—It in reported that th* 
rebels bare captured Siukat. 

The Cabinet has been summoned in Coun¬ 
cil to discuss the Egyptian question. 

Official d is )mi tehee coutlrm the report of 
tbe capture of Siukat. The Cabinet are 
painfully impressed. It is probable largo re- 
enforcemenu of troops and marines will bo 
immediately dispatched to Egypt. It is ru¬ 
mored now that Tokar has fallen into the 
bands of the rebels. 

Tho news of tbo fail of Hinkat reached 
tSunkiin this morning. It was brought by a 
friendly Arnb chiof. The garrison made a 
sortie, and for a long time successfully re¬ 
pulsed tbe rebel attacks, but at last tbe at¬ 
tacking forces gamed the advantage and 
completely destroyed the garrison, except a 
few who were made prisoners. The fate of 
the women and children is unknown. The 
streets of iSuakim present a heart-rending 
apliearance, being tlirougud with women 
whose weeping and wailing give unmistaka¬ 
ble evidence of their distress and forebod¬ 
ings. 

A Sues dispatch to-day says: The greatest 
activity prevails here. Treparations for tbe 
departure of forces to Suakim for the relief 
of Tokar are bring rapidly pushed. The 
contingent infantry and cavalry, with guns 
and cauieis, will be scut forward as soon as 
possible. 

Further advices of the fall of Sinknt state 
that. Tewfik licy, preferring death to surren¬ 
der, blew up the fortifications, spiked the 
guns and made a sortie. His GOO men were 
all massacred. 

Seven men-of-war, belonging to tho Chan¬ 
nel squadron, have been ordered to Egyptian 
waters. 

A number of Liberal members of tho House 
of Commons petitioned tbe Government, 
urging more direct interference m affairs in 

Egypt. 

A dispatch to the Morning fW, from Con¬ 
stantinople, says: While Lord DulTeriu is 
conducting negotiations with the Porte with 
a view of determining the basis of Turk¬ 
ish intervention in Soudnn, Marquis He 
Noailles, French Embassudoi, 1ms informed 
the Porte that France hod received assur¬ 
ances from England that no Turkish inter¬ 
vention in Soudan would be allowed. This 
has naturally greatly increased tho irritation 
of the Porte. 

Admiral Hewitt, commander at Suakim, 
bos been instructed fo do his utmost for tho 
relief of Tokar consistent with the cafety of 
bis forces. 

Gen. Gordon telegraphs that he Is still san¬ 
guine of success. Ho has Appointed Col. 
Coetlogn commander at Khnrtoam, and 
lent a ircsb message to tho Sheikhs to meet 
him there. 

A corres|K)»ident. at Suakim telegraphs: 
At last the heroic garrison at Sitikal hns 
been butchered. For a fortnight they have 
been eating roots and tree-leaves. It was an 
enfeebled bind, indeed, which made a 
sortie to dto amidst the rebel 
hordes. Tcwlik Bey bad harangued 
his njtfj, saying that by lighting they 
might save themselves, but by remaining 
they might die ftom hunger in a few days. 
Flight wa.. lmpoaeibie. The men, thus nm- 
mated with t f •• Bej s spirit, destroyed 
the military stores, exploded the magazine, 
filled their pouches to the utmost with car¬ 
tridges, ami lymed forth 600 strong against 
the retiels. Unman Digma's hordes rushed to 
the attack, lew Hit Bey and his men tougnt 
nobly. For along time they repulsed evory 
attempt, to break their rauk->. Finally, su¬ 
perior numbers prevailed, ami with a tre¬ 
mendous rush tho rebels burst through one of 
the sides of the Egyptians’ sipiare. A gen 
eral run*incrccu»ucd and not n soul escaped. 
According to the latest reports only tour 
sick men, unable to take part in the sortei, 
and thirty women were spared by the i cliels. 
Before tho sortie a rebel sheikh approached 
ftiukat.and summoned Tewdk bey to sur¬ 
render, saying his life would be spared. 
The gurrisoti answered defiantly, rt-vilmg 
the rebels. During the sortie women and 
children followed in tho rear of the soldiers. 
A large number of rebels were killed. The 
rebels are now inn-sing in the vicinity of 
fSuakim. The Siukui contingent having 

i oined the main body, hii attack on Suakim 
i believed to be imminent 
The British Minister at Cairo hf» tele¬ 
graphed that after tho battle the rebels en¬ 
tered Sinknt and put every one to the sword. 

The following dispatch has been received 
from GdD. Gordon: “Stewart and myself are 
well. The people are meeting me on all sides 
with onthusiaMii. 1 hnpo Soudan will soon 
be in good order.” Gen. Gordon has asked 
that cauicU be sent to convey the refugees 
across the Nubian Desert. Beriwr is illumi¬ 
nated in honor pf Gen. Gordon’s arrival. 

BRITISH PARLIAMENT. 

THE SITUATION IN EGYPT THE BURJECT OF 
DISCUSSION IN TIIK HOUSE OK LORDS. 
London, Feb. 1*?.—In tho House of Lords 
the Marquis of Salisbury mado a motiou 
that, in the opinion of tbe House, the recent 
lamentable events in Soudan were largely 
due to the vacillating policy of tho Govern¬ 
ment. 

iu making tho motion to censure, tbe Mar¬ 
quis of Sjtli-bury -aid that If the <loverunicnt 
Lad resolved either to hold or nbandou Sen- 
haur, lieu. Hicks might have been saved. 
His loss was due to tOeir vacillation, their 
indifferent,'*, their inconsistency, ending iu a 
pant*-. Too news would now run Lhnmgh 
tue whole Mohammedan world that England 
had been defeat«<i agaiuand again ami again, 
and was now being hunted out of Egypt. 
England’s name would lie a legacy of hatred 
and contempt to the Egyptians. In conclu¬ 
sion the Mirqtn* asked whether the abandon¬ 
ment of garrisons, the slaughter of brave 
men and tho surrender of women and chil¬ 
dren to tho horrors of Oriental victory in¬ 
volved no blood-guiltiness, and exhorted the 
Lords noi bo accomplices m tins to dishonor. 

Granville, Foreign Secretary, said the jk> 1- 
tey ol the (*overmuetu was not directed ac¬ 
cording to the articles in foreign journals. 
Salisbury was laboring tinder a mistake if he 
meant to convey the impression that any 
European power had remonstrated with 
England. He protested against tho idea tbnt, 
because a foreign army selected Englisn offi¬ 
cers that England was thereby made respon¬ 
sible for that at toy's success. Tt would be 
no economy of tim blood of English soldiers 
to send thorn to hold .Soudan, although Sal¬ 
isbury thought the Government varillr.ung 
aud inconsistent in net doing so. England 
and Incur, lmd no interest in Soudan, nor 
indeed hud Egypt any permanent interest m 
tnai diuntiy. Wfivr it great syuipatiiy for 
Siiik.it uitd Tokar. which represented not 
more than a i*ftioth or the troops 
in London? It w-s necessary now tor 
the Government to tie careful 
so a- not to chub w i:h tho larger views of 
Geu. Gordon. The Government, howover, 
bad ascertained that it would not do to in¬ 
terfere with Gordon's plans if n force were 
sent to act around Suakim with a view to 
th* relief of Tokar. Since tbe defeat of Ba¬ 
ker Liuba it tr*d been altogether impn^ibld 
to relieve Sinkat. The Government hud no 
ititeutioo of annexing Egypt. It would re¬ 
main there simply long enough to secure a 
stable Government, ft would lie quite im¬ 
possible to govern Egypt from Downing 
street. The only thing tbnt could be done 
would no to appoint a first-rate man to rep¬ 
resent England and Egypt, aud then com¬ 


mend efficient men to civil and military 
positions and give them English support. 
Force of circumstances had obliged the Gov¬ 
ernment to go further than it had proposed, 
and the Cabinet ought to restrict England’s 
connection with Egypt to the objects declar¬ 
ed by the Government. 

' UOUSC OK COMMONS. 

Bradlaugh ban applied for tbe Chiltern 
Hundreds, which is equivalent to the resig¬ 
nation of bin seat in tbe House of Commons. 

Laboucbero moved that a new writ be 
issued for an election in NT’rthainptou to fill 
the vacancy earned by the resignation of 
Bradlaugh. 

Lord Itandolph Churchill moved an ad¬ 
journment of the debate on this motion in 
order to prevent the House living placed in 
an unpleasant potation in case*Bradlaugh be 
re-elected. By a vote of 203 to 145, after 
some discussion, tho writ was issued. 

Narthcote made a motion of censure. He 
strongly denounced tho sacrifice of General 
Hicks. Egypt, he said, should have limited 
her operations to the country whore sho 
could succeed or should have made beLter’pro- 
visiuu for carrying the expedition farther, 
but in noithcr vase did Egypt receive tho 
support from England which she has overy 
right to expect. 

Gladstone, rising to reply, was greeted 
with loud and prolonged cheers. He met 
North cote’s motion with a direct negative. 
He douiod that there w*ou!d be vacillation or 
inconsistency in Governniog tho Egyptians. 
Tho situation m Egypt was not the situa¬ 
tion which they had formed. They had tried 
to keep intact tho interests of tho BOO mil¬ 
lions who composed the British Empire.

The Pope has summoned the French 
Bishops to Home to confer upon measures to 
arouse the Catholic spirit in France and 
counteract the anti-religious propaganda. 

The Paris ht IMxrtc says that the mas 
users of CbrLtians in Tonquin, announced 
vesterday, occurred in tb* province of 
l’hauhoa' between the Hill and Lower Delta, 
some time ago. 

The Sttitlriil mu ro t n Russian Socialist 
paper, has ceased to appear. Its place has 
been taken by a paper called Free SfM-ech. 
which proclaim* a »ull more extensive and 
radical programme. 

Prince i >ri.okf, present Russian Em¬ 
bassador at Berlin, will receive u court ap¬ 
pointment. It is announced that Prince 
Bismarck favor* the transfer. It is regarded 
as a tangible sign of friendly relations t>o- 
tween Germany and Russia. 

The North German Gmetfe is authorized 
to deny that there in any difference between 
Bismarck and Manteuftel. It declares the 
friendship of half a century unimpaired, and 
tb© recent visit of the Baron to the Prince 
w as merely ia relation to questions of liuattco 
aud tho future treatment of Abusce-Lor¬ 
raine. 

A Vienna dispatch says: An Ameri¬ 
can Spiritualist, named 'Bastinn. gave a 
seance at the Imjwrml Palace to day, at the 
invitation of the Grown Prince Rudolph and 
Archduke John. Baslian summoned spirits 
from the room adjoining the exhibition 
boll, whereupon a mil figure in 
mourning upjnvtred before tbe awe-stricken 
spectators. ‘Suddenly tho Crown Prince 
pulled a string, closing a secret door, 
when the spirit, which wa* Bastion himself, 
made frantic, but vain, efforts to e&cupo, 
amid tbe laughter of tbe assembly. 


Outwitting n Fog. 

A scientist, while out in a boat one nigbt 
on a river iu Florida, was caught in a fog so 
dense that he could not twenty feet 

ahead. The boatmen stopped rowing, nutl 
sold that th»>y would have to wmt for day¬ 
light or till the fog cleared away, at they 
did not know in which direction to steer. 
Thu scientist showed thorn what science can 
do for n man in an emergency. He said: 
”1 at once stood up in the boat and hallooed. 
Soon tbe echo came back. Pointing in tbe 
direction from which tbe echo came, I said: 
‘There is the nearest laud.’ ” 

Rowing a half-mile in the direction of tbe 
echo we soon reached tho land and “coast¬ 
ed” home. The bohimen expressed gfront 
surprise that they bad been on tho river nil 
their lire's and bad nev**r thought of so sim¬ 
ple au l easy a plan to find a shore when lo?*t 
in a fog. The knowledge of so simple a fact 
saved me many a dismal hour, night and 
day, too, on the river. Fishermen to whom 
1 lmve communicated this have told me a 
knowledge of this would often have saved 
them from whole night* of useless toil, ami 
would have bn«Mi worth hundreds of dollnrs 
in their busine**. Steamboat pilots may also 
be benefited. 1 have seen them run ashore 
with echo striking them in tin teeth. Dur¬ 
ing a fog the utui'^phera 1* so saturated 
with moisture that it is a much better con¬ 
ductor of sound than when dry. 

Two results follow: First, sound travels 
faster, and hence the echo returns more 
speedily; and second, the sound is heard 
more distinctly. 

Remembering these two facts, a person 
wdth a little practice can soon determine the 
approximate distance of the nearest laud or 
woods.

PROCEEDINGS IN TIIE LEGISLATORS YES¬ 
TERDAY. 

Frankfort, Feb. 12.—In tho House Mr. 
Harris offered a joint resolution providing 
for the appointment of a committee of tlvo 
members of tho Senate and eignt members 
of the House to take into consideration tbe 
advisability of adopting a new constitution, 
without regard, if necessary, to the re*tric- 
tionn of the present constitution. The com¬ 
mittee are instructed to bring iu a bill pro¬ 
viding the uiobt just, expeditious, certain 
and economical method of revising and al¬ 
tering the present constitution. Lies over 
one day. 

Mr. Ratcliff* presented the petition of tbe 
Kentucky Association of Veteran* of the 
Mexican War, accompanied by a resolu¬ 
tion directing tho Adjutant General to 
furnish to J. Q. Ward, A. Per¬ 
rin and A. Williamson, of Cynlbiaua, 
tbe flags borne by Kentucky troops 
during tho Moxicnn wnr, now iu possession 
of tbe State: also cue 12-pound gun and ap¬ 
purtenances including forty round* of am¬ 
munition, to be used by them iu entertaining 
the veterans of tbe Mexican war who will 
meet in Cytiibiann, February 22, 1884. Tho 
rules were suspended and tho resolution 
adopted. 

Mr. Jackson, from the Committee on Rev¬ 
enue and Taxaliou, reported an act toaruoud 
an act entitled, “An act to incorporate the 
Cave-hill Investment Company.” Tho act 
provides that tbe Board of Directors shall 
fix tho penalty of the Treasurer’s bond, not 
to exceed $80,000, and may require a new 
bond of its Treasurer. Passed. 

Mr. Taloott, from the Committee on Char- 
table Institutions, reported an act to amend 
an act entitled “An act to establish the Ken¬ 
tucky Institution for the Education of the 
Blind ” It provides for the education of the 
colored blind children of this Commonwealth. 
The sum of $20,000 is appropriated to erect 
buildings for that purpose, to be forever sep¬ 
arate and apart ireni those occupied by the 
white children, to I e paid in four equal in 
stuilments o< $5,000 each, the last payment 
to be reserved until the buildings are com¬ 
pleted aud accepted by the Board of Trus¬ 
tees. Tho manugomont of children of both 
races i* kept under the same officers. 

Mr. Kimball moved to print and maks the 
bill a sjiecial order for February 20, 1884, at 
11:80 o’clock. Rejected. 

Mr. Jackson warmly ndvncatod the passage 
of the bill. Ho said that overy principle of 
humanity demanded, and the decisions of the 
Federal Courts required, the adoption of this 
bill, or necessitated the throwing open of the 
doors of the present institutions to the chil¬ 
dren of both races. .Mr. Talbott also spoke 
feelingly iu favor of the bill. 

Gov. Meriwether said that a number of 
colored children had demanded a an.ttone*, 
to the present institution, and simpiy waited 
upon the assurances given them that provis¬ 
ion would be made fur their admiti 
The vole being takun ou the passage of the 
bill, it was adopted— Teas, 71: nays, l. 

Consideration wa-* had of Mr. E. F. Mad¬ 
den’s bill to employ certain lawyers in Louis¬ 
ville to prepare a bill to provide for the as¬ 
sessment and collection of taxes, mcludlng 
ba< k tax»f. in that city. 

On motion of Mr. Stoll the name of W. B. 
Fleming wa.** stricken from the bill, and on 
motion of Mr. Scott the name of Alex. P. 
Humphrey was inserted. 

Mr Ratcliff* moved to strike out the 
names of all tbe lawyers in the bill; to leave 
th* selection of lawyer* to the Mayor and 
City Attorney, and to limit their compensa¬ 
tion to $ 100 each. II* intimated that ti ** bill 
was a job, and spoke at considerable length 
iu opposition to it. 

Mr Madden spoke iu favor of the bill. 
31 r. Mulligan «rid that as it was favored by 
tbe representative* of fxnusville, the House 
ought to adopt it. 

Mr. Ratcliff© said it was an outrage to inako 
the citiz-ns of Louisville pay $1,000 finch to 
fuur oi five lawyers to prepare tho bill. It 
was n rertection’unon the members from that 
city and tbe members of the House. He said 
one of tho I«out*vUle representatives, with 
tlie assistance of ono of tbu lawyers uamed in 
the bill, had already prepared’a hill for tho 
a&>cs*uient and collection of taxes. 

Mr. Stoil said ttmt it. whs true that he and 
Mr. L. N. iKnubitz had prepared such a bill, 
but it had been criUoixed. There* were doubt¬ 
less defect* in his bill. There were more than 
$800,000 back taxes duo the city ot Louii- 
villo, and the importance of liuving tueui 
collected could not be overestimated. He

Grayson, Ky., Fob. 11.—Judge Brown 
announced this morning that it would 
be impossible to try tbu case of tho Com¬ 
monwealth vs. Nooi, iKfetponed from last 
Thursday until to-day, on account of the im¬ 
possibility of the attendance of witnesses, 
and that tho cai>e would be continued until 
the August term. 

Tbe waters at Catlettsburg are post any 
former bounds, and the scene of destitution 
aud destruction there challenges all descrip¬ 
tion. 

1 saw Neal shortly after this intelligence 
was received by him, and he seemed very 
buoyant and happy over tbe announcement. 
He stated that he was willing to have a 
speedy trial, but whatever the Judge decid¬ 
ed be was pleased at; that he was well treat¬ 
ed, and believed tbu people were on his side. 
He did not fear any disturbance, and felt as 
safe here as in the Loxinrtou jail. Ho re¬ 
marked that tbo Carter county people were 
hi* friends, and ho had never had any appre¬ 
hension about them. 

The i*ople are too much occupied with tho 
floods to make it a matter of much coucern, 
aud, although delay might have cntailtM dis¬ 
turbance before, now question* of graver im¬ 
port are onlist mg their attention. The one 
and all-absorbing theme is tho quustioa of 
high water.

The people hove taken refuge iu every avail¬ 
able »bei ter, and are crowded together like 
sueep. Gray sou has done much to relieve the 
sufferers by sending provisions aud money, 
and to-day a great many will be brought 
here and given shelter until the floods have 
spent their fury aud they can agaiu return to 
tueir homes. Trains are all delayed, aud the 
wires North are down. It is impossible to 
get telegraphic communication anywhere on 
account of special road business. 

No surprise was manifested iu the court¬ 
house Lhu morning when the trial of Neal 
was deferred, every one surmising that such 
would be tho case.

Jennie K liny *hoot« lift* Alan Who Brolte Faith 

Wiih ller end Then End* tier Onn Life. 

New York, Feb. 12.—This morning at 
Fifty-ninth street station. Third avenue 
Elevated railway, a woman, unknown, in 
presence of other passengers, shot a man, 
who gave his name as Victor Grafton 
Andres, in the thigh. Thinking she had 
killed him she put tho pbtol to her temple 
aud blew her brains out, falling dead on the 
spot.

It was evident Andres knew she wan waiting 
to see him, and he dreaded the meeting. For 
tms reason be rc{H>rt*d at school where ho 
taught tbnt ho whj. sick and reraamed in hi* 
room the past week. ThD morning be 
ventured out for the first time. It 
was said at Miss Almy’s boarding¬ 
house ttmt she went away evory morning 
early and did not return until night, and it 
was oupiHMed the pu»<^l the day watching 
Andres’ house. The police find that tbe two 
became acquainted Inst autumn at 20 East 
Twenty-s3coud street, where they boarded. 

Andres' condition grew rapidly worse, 
and he vomited blood continually, and can 
not poftsib.y recover. In nn ante-mortem 
sratcmtnt this afternoon, Audre* admitted 
that ho was engaged to marry Miss Almy, 
bit brake his promise on discovering she was 
ar divorced wife.

Savannah, decides that a tolegauph company 


is responsible for the gross negligence of its 
agents in transmitting messages in damages 
to the party injured, and declares that it is 
immaterial what condition a telegraph com¬ 
pany puts upon the printed hea ling of the 
message blanks, so far as its liability for neg¬ 
ligence is concerned. It is bound to dis¬ 
charge its duty to tbe public with skill and 
diligence, and to be accurate in the discharge 
of such dutv, uveu if it be nece&sary to re¬ 
peat the message in order to insure necuracy. 
Where the sender of a telogram offered cer¬ 
tain merchandise at a specified price, but 
through negligence of tbe telegraph company 
the menage was so scut as to name lower 
prices, and upon acceptance of the offer be 
settled with the correiqMindent at the lower 
price, the measure of hi* recovery against 
the couiimny would be the difference be¬ 
tween what he actually received for the 
property and w hat ho would have received 
but for tbv mistake, that is, the market value 
of the property at the place to which the tel¬ 
egram was sent.

THE NET TAKING A GOOD CITIZEN.

Danvil ut, Feb.Kv., 12.—Yesterday even¬ 
ing tbreo detectives, names are unknown, 
arrived at Junction City from l<ouisville. 
They made careless inquiries in regard to 
several persons, but remained quietly about 
the hotel until a late hour in the night, when, 
after pr«*cnring horses and buggies, they 
drove ui the dire ction of Shelby City, one 
mile distant. Arriving there they proceeded 
at onco to tbe residence of Mr. Stephen 
Coppage, where one of thorn knocked at the 
door. Mr. Coppage partly opened tbe door 
and asked: “Who’s there!” The detective 
answered: “Harris,” and seized Mr. Cop- 
pagw’s clothing near bis neck. A terrific 
struggle ensued, all three of them finding it 
as much as they could do to handle Coppage, 
who is a large and powerful mau. When 
they had overpowered and handcuffed nim 
they informed him that he was under arrest 
for counterfeiting. 

Taking Mr. Coppage with them they 
proceeded to tbe residence of George 
and Jack Kinder, who live in Lincoln 
county, near Isaac Shelby’s gate, and ar¬ 
rested them on the same charge, neither 
making any resistance. Returning to a 
point near tho Junction, they arrested two 
men named Brown and Harris, also for tba 
same offense*, and when the 3 o’clock A. it. 
train tor Louisville came by boarded it with 
their prisoners and returned to the city. 

The Kinders have been »uttpected of con¬ 
nection with counterfeiters for some time, 
and their arrest causes no surprise. Brown 
and Harris havo been about the Junction for 
nearly a year, and were looked upon os men 
with no particular means of support, though 
never without money sufficient to pay their 
way. 

The arrest of Mr. Coppage on such a 
charge causes the most thorough surprise, 
his character heretofore as an upright citizen 
being equal to that of auy one. Ills friends 
raj* that had he known the men who came to 
his hou*e at such an unseasonable hour were 
officers ho would not have resisted, but that- 
being assaulted in his own house at night by 
three strangers, be fought them, supposing 
thoir object to have been murder or robbery. 
His friends scout at the idea of his guilt.

Shelby Crrr, Ky.. Feb. 12.— About a year 
ago i wo men appeared in town, ami were 
known as Thomas Harris and Thomas Brown. 
They boarded at the Duck House, always 
paying their board bills promptly. In a 
short time they attracted the attention of 
most of our citizens, but from the company 
they mingled with th~y were set down as 
gambler* nnd counterfeiters. They contin¬ 
ue*! to come and go, frequently being seen 
with some parii<*« in the country south of 
town, near .Uliledgeville.

In a few min¬ 
utes the 3 o’clock express arrived, the pris¬ 
oners were put on tho train and the whole 
party were soon on tbmr way to Louisville. 

It Is believed there is some mistake about 
the arrest of Mr. Coppage. The othor par¬ 
ties, however, have been under suspicion for 
some time.

LOCAL, GENERAL AND PERSONAL. 


The flood has about reached the bottom so 
far r* tho railroads ore concerned. The 
worst has been done, and any further rise in 
the river will simply make moro complete 
the wreck and devastation already accom¬ 
plished. The water covered the Short-line 
nil yesterday afternoon and surrounded the 
depot. Train* ore now started from tho 
Southall-street station at the head of Market 
street. Tho road near Cincinnati was re¬ 
potted in a very bad condition yesterday, 
aud no tram was started from that point in 
the morning. The afteruoou train, leaving 
Cincinnati at 3 o’clock, arrived fast night 
shortly after 9 o’clock. The two day trains 
will leave this city this morning and after¬ 
noon. 

The C., O. and S. W. have abandoned 
their trains between here and West Point. 
An accommodation will l>e run to-day 
as far as Orel. Through passengers over this 
line will take the L. and N. to Elizabeth¬ 
town, whore connection will be made with 
C., 0. aud S. W. trains for Paducah and the 
Houth. 

The C. and O. will start from the Southall 
street depot. The trouble of transfer still 
exists on this lino between Ashland and 
Huntington. 

The O. and M. runs its day trains as usual. 
Trains will start from this side at the bridge 
depot at 8:20 a. m. and 7. p. M., running to 
Prison Station, where transfer is made by 
boats to tho Government building in Jeffer¬ 
sonville, where the trains are started on that 
side. Transfer is made on the Cincinnati di¬ 
vision at Aurora. 

The J., M. and I. trains start from the 
bridge station at 7:55 a. m. for St. Louis 
and the West and Chicago and tue North¬ 
west. Train start* at 3:10 p. m. for all 
points East, and at 7:15 p. M. for the West 
and Northwest, making good time. A 
transfer is necessary from the north end of 
the bridge to the north tower, made by 
boata. 

The L. f N. A. and C. is running a lino of 
omnibuses, from tho Fourteenth street depot 
to the Portland ferry, where transfer is 
made to Now Albouy; train* start from tho 
depot in that city without trouble. The 
’buses leave the depot on this side at 7:30 a. 
h. and 4:15 p. m. The ferry will not run 
after dark. 

The St. Louis Air-lino runs ono train a 
day, leaving from a point near Silver creek, 
on tho Indiana side. The same system of 
transfer is used as that of the L., N. A. and 
C. road. 

Tue Cincinnati Southern and L. and N. 
are experiencing no serious trouble of any 
kind. 

THE CINCINNA Tl SOUTHERN. 

PROSPECTS OF A LIVELY TIME BETWEEN THE 
TWO GREAT LINES RUNNING SOUTH FROM 
THIS CITY. 

There lias been rote cutting and threatened 
rate cutting all around this city, both .u pas¬ 
senger and Height buMuros, but up to the 
present time-there has been none of it here. 
Now, however, from indications, a war is on 
the tapis between the two great lines leading 
to the South from Louisville. The Cincin¬ 
nati Southern is advertising a reduced round 
trip rate to New Orleans, and it is probable 
tho L. and N. will meet it and go one better. 
This is the whole of it: Homo time ago it 
was decided by the General Passenger 
Agents of these Hue* to run excur¬ 
sions to New- Orleans during the 
coming Mardi Gras celebration in that city. 
A round-trip rate for single parties was 
agreed upon—$22 25. It was also agreed to 
make a rate of $10 15 for the trip to parties 
of twenty or more people buying their tick¬ 
ets aud going at the sum* time. After some 
deliberation over the matter the Cinciunati 
Southern ageut. came to the conclusion that 
if he could afford to carry a party of twenty 
people at $ltj 15 per head he could afford to 
carry ten, five, or oven one for the same 
amount, and consequently ho has issued in¬ 
structions to the agents in this city to adver¬ 
tise n through rate at that figure. The L. 
aud N. will no doubt meet the cut, although 
at a late hour last night no actiou had been 
taken. 

The Cincinnati Southern is comparatively 
a new road so far as Louisville is concerned, 
running South from this city to Junction 
City over the L. and N. track, according to 
a contract agreed upon last March. The sec¬ 
tion of country traversed from that point 
South is close enough to the L. aud N. terri¬ 
tory to create a rivalry for business, although 
there has been no open rupture previous to 
the present one. Tuat a war will bo inaugu¬ 
rated seems highly probable just now, but 
whether it will simply be on New Orleans 
business or all along the liue can not he said.

RAILROAD FENCE BILL. 

TEXT OF THE ACT RECENTLY INTRODUCED 
IN THE LKGISI«ATUKE. 

The bill requiring railroads in this State to 
erect fencas along the sides of their tracks, 
“to prevent the further destruction of do¬ 
mestic animal* by railroads in this Common¬ 
wealth,” is attracting considerable unenvia¬ 
ble notoriety among the railroad officials of 
the lines in the State. It is claimed that the 
bill i» nonsensical and uncalled fur in every 
respect. The following i a the text of a sub¬ 
stitute offered bv Mr. Talbott for the original 
bill, offered by Mr. Carroll: 

It shall be Hie duty of each and erorr railroad 
company now operating Inn n in the State, and 
they are hereby required, wherever and when¬ 
ever their line* of road pa.vs over and through 
any farm lands tu this Slat*-, occupied and neld 
for either grazing or agricultural pur|K>ae*, to 
erect and keep always in repair on each side of 
tbelr respective rights of nay a good nml sub¬ 
stantial renec. of either wc*<»’d, woe, or ocher 
material, of aufilciont height, utrengih and close- 
Bros to prevent thu Ingres* at any time of all 
domestic animals of every descr.ptiCn 

-‘-aid railroad companies arc further re¬ 
quired to construct and locate two additional 
barriers, commonly called -t<>ck-p«Ts. on e:ich 
and every of said farms, of sufficient depth uml 
breadth to prevent tho tagrros over *«id *tock- 
pit-, of any and every de.vr.pUon ol domestic 
animals; ponded, lust where two or more 
farm* may lay adjoin ing, and no public or pri¬ 
vate rondwA)- running lartwren. two slock pits 
shall be Mitficlmd for all, one at the point of iu- 
gre%* and the ot'ier at the |*»iutof eg re**. 

‘\Naid railroad companies-.hall well ntid truly 
perform all the duties and requirements of this 
act within nine months from 11 a patun^e. and 
any and every railroad company now operating 
a line or lines of railroad in thin State, fnilint: or 
ref o»ing *o to do. shall forfeit and puv the sum 
of $100 for every .tweuiy-four hours the fencing 
and *tock-pd>» required by tfie forego!nc shall bo 
adjudged to lie Incomplete, to be recovered on 
Indicttuent i*y u grand Jury of the c« unity where 
sqcb failure *huil he di*cov«red to exist. A 

THE CANADIAN PACIFIC. 

A VIGOROUS PROTEST BY THE GRAND TRUNK 
AGAINST FURTHER GOVERNMENT AID TO 
THIK HOAD. 

Ottawa, Fob. 12.—A pamphlet Issued l>y 
the (trank Trunk Railway Company, pro¬ 
tect mg against the proposed loau tu the Can¬ 
ada Racifio railway, caused a sensation in 
in* House and lobbies. The pamphlet opens 


with a letter dated Fob. 2, from Hickson, 
Manager of the Grand Trunk, to Sir John 
McDonald, in which the former *tates that 
bis cable advices from London intimated that 
all the daily pnpors published tb»*r« wore pro¬ 
testing against further aid being given 
by the Government to tho Canada Raclfio 
railway. *o long a.s that corojiany continues 
to go out of its legitimate sphere to compete 
with and injure the Grand Trunk company. 
The proposed grant of additional govern¬ 
mental assistance to the Canadian Pacific to 
the extent of $30,000,000, without any ad¬ 
equate protection being taken that these 
funds will not bo used, as has been tho case 
m the past, upon work* wholly apart from 
the objects sought to be attained by the con¬ 
struction of tho Canadian Pacific line, and 
that still further domands for assistance w-ill 
not follow, has increased the alarm already 
felt by those who hare invested iti Dominion 
properties.

000. The Sul/.bach Bros., German bankers, 
claim they bad suffered by mismanagement 
in tb* construction of the Davenport and 1st. 
Paul railroad. 

Elisha P. Wilbur, nephew of tho late Asa 
Packer, has been elected President of the 
Lehigh Valley railroad. 

THE BROAD RIPPLE ACCIDENT. 
Indianapolis, Feb. 12.—Coroner Max¬ 
well this afternoon completed tb* inquiry 
into the causes of the accident on the Indi¬ 
anapolis and Chicago Air-line railroad on 
Thursday, January 31, when a train 
plunged through the bridge into White 
river at Broad Ripple, and f»ix persons lost 
toeir liver.. Tb© verdict find* the bridge 
weakened by the substitution of temporary 
for permanent rods by bridge repairers, but 
no direct responsibility is cn:>t upon any in¬ 
dividual, thus throwing the blame on the 
railway company. 

SUIT TO FORECLOSE MORTGAGE. 

New* York, Feb. 12.—The Central Trust 
Company, of thiacity, brought a suit against 
the New York City aud Northern Railroad 
Company, New York Loan and Improve¬ 
ment Company, and other*, to foreclose a 
mortgage lor $4,000,000 giveu by the rail¬ 
road company in 1880.

The Passeugcr Agents of the roads cen¬ 
tering at Indianapolis and Columbus, Ind..

Thf. estimated earnings of the Louisville 
and Nashville road for tho first week in 
Februory, 1884, w*re $254,845. against 
$2611,225 for tb» same time in 1883, a de¬ 
crease for 1884 of $14,580. 

Tick Grand Trunk railway of Canada 
yestordav entered protests agninst the Gov- 
eniment giving further assistance to the 
Canada Pacific railway, for tho purpose of 
investing in railway* to compote against pri¬ 
vate enterprise. 

It is 4lu* intention of the* Cincinnati 
Southern to run a special train from thi* city 
to New Orleans tor the Mardi Gras celebra¬ 
tion, leaving here on too morning of the 23d 
and arriving at it* destination ut 1 !\ M. the 
next day. if this time can bo mad* it will 
l eat the record by a large majority. 

The management of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and' Dayton lines deserve grea*. 
credit for having kept their tracks above 
water up to yesterday afternoon, the novel 
method they adopted becoming somewhat 
risky. It was really a trestle of tracks. A 
laver of cross-ties was laid across th* original 
track and fusteurd by iron straps, then rails 
laid thereon. When the water covered the 
second track a third was laid in the same 
manner. The water finally coverod this 
thud track, and tho management thought it 
imprudent to lay a fourth.— {Ind. Sentinel. 
At the next meeting of the passenger 

representatives of lines compodrig the Chi¬ 
cago and Ohio river pool, it is understood 
that something will be done toward forcing 
lines leadiug west from Indianapolis to main¬ 
tain pa*^euger rates, which, it is alleged, are 
badly demoralized. This meeting will, iu 
all probability, lie held some tune this month. 
A meeting of the freight representatives for 
the same purpose should also be bald at once, 
as it is generally understood that a large 
number of ludianapohs roads are deviating 
from the regular rate sheet almost every 
day.

Tons of pickerel an» 
taken m winter from a very deep lake that 
empties into Lako Winnipeg, some distance 
north of the line of the Canadian Pacific, be¬ 
ing driven there, apparently, from the 
older waters of shallower lakes and streams. 
The temperature of 50“ below zero or there¬ 
abouts mat prevails there puts them into fine 
whipping condition about as soon os they get 
out of the water, and they go whero there 
are people to eat them. Wo may have fresh 
musk ox yet and reindeer venison.—ti.Ynf- 
rocul Gazette.

1RAUD ALLEGED. 


Creditors Claim That the Sale of Hop. 

Furnishing Store Past Week 
Ha# Irregular, and Haul 
It Set Aside. 


THE MOTION OVERRULED. 


The motion of Warren Ec Co., to *et aside 
the sale of U. B. Hopkins’ furnishing store 
to Mr. James 8. Ray, on tho ground of 
fraud, was dismissed in the United States 
Court yesterday morning. The circum¬ 
stances of this case aro somewhat peculiar 
and full of interest. 

H. B. Hopkins has boon the proprietor of a 
ladies’"furnishing store on Fourth, near Jef- 
fbrson street, for some years. He failed in 
business some time ago, and made ah assign¬ 
ment to Samuel Coaa<Mny. His liabilities 
proved to be very lar^ge, and a number of 
Eastern firms were not at oil pleased with 
th* arrangement* Hopkins made to repay* 
them. In a short while several brought suit 
for considerable amounts, alleging fraud in 
the assignment auri adciug that it be set 
aside. They alleged liiat the assignment was 
a fictitious one, made for the debtor’s sole 
and exclusive benefit. The suits were brought 
in Cbauccry, but ufter a few days they were 
transferred to the United States Court. 

Lusl week a tale of the stock aud fixtures 
of the store was ordered, and several bids 
were received. The highest was that of Mr. 
James 8. Ray, who became the purchaser at 
$0,300. Day before yesterday the attor¬ 
ney* for Warren Co. and Morrison, Her- 
runan Ac Co., of Now York, made a motion 
that ibis sal© be *et aside on the ground of 
irregularity and fraud. They claimed that 
the stock was worth ut least $7,500, and Lhat 
tho inventory made out for the bidders was 
lucompleto and irregular. When the case 
was called a large number of witnesses and 
interested persons were present . 

The first witness was Mr. Eckert, an em¬ 
ploye of Mr. J. C. Lewis, who was one of 
ith* bidders on the stock. Mr. Eckert staled 
that h* had examined tho store, and be¬ 
lieved there were many goods not shown by 
tho inventory. There were a great number 
of fan* and umbrellas, and but few enumer¬ 
ate!. He also said there were 280 corsets 
inventoried, while it seeoiod as if there were 
a thousand altogether. 

Mr. A. Sharpe, of Sharpe & Middleton, 
said that be thought the inventory incom¬ 
plete and withdrew. He had suspected some¬ 
thing, and made a low* bid for tbi* reason. 

?«ir. J. 8. Ray, the purchaser, testified 
that, so far as bo knew, there was no fraud 
practiced. The inventory wns good enough 
lor him, and he had been told by the clerk* 
in the *tore that it had been correctly mad* 
out. 

Plaintiffs alleged that Mr. Ray was the 
representative or a merchant connected with 
Mr. Hopkins. He was questioned in regard 
to this, but he refused to answer, and the 
Court sustained him in bis objection. 

Judge Barr held that no evideuee had been 
introduced to show that Mr. Ray had been 
guilty of fraud or irregularity, 'injustice 
to him the sal* would have to stand, aud the 
motion to set aside %vas overruled.
